President Wilson finished his address. As 
the speaker walked through the crowd he 
was given a tremendous welcome and when 
de was introduced as A real friend of the 
soldiers, who always has shown where he 
gtands,”’ the audience broke loose in a demon- 
stration which lasted fully fifteen minutes. 

President Wilson smiled as the cheering 
began, but the smile froze on his face before 
it concluded. It probably was the most 
uncomfortable quarter of an hour the presi- 
dent ever has spent. 


Wilson on Hand to Speak. 

When the thin blue line of union survivors, 
which this year dwindled to 126, had deco- 
rated the graves of their comrades in the 
great cemetery overlooking the Potomac. 
President Wilson deposited a wreath in hon- 
or of the dead and addressed to the veterans 
and their friends a brief eulogy of the men 
who saved a united republic. 

Earlier in the day tre White House sent to 
the cemetery five wreaths. to be placed on 
Various graves, and another which was de- 
posited on the barge annually sent adrift in 
the Potomac in honor of the union men who 
gave up their lives at sca. 

Thus, for the first time in the history of 

Memorial day, the ceremony in Arlington 
cemetery, in which the presidents of the re- 
public invariably have participated, has been 
turned into a national political incident of 
the first order. 
The episode was the result of the discovery 
by the G. A. R. officers a week ago that the 
president had accepted an invitation to un- 
veil the monument to the confederate dead 
in Arlington cemetery next Thursday, al- 
though he declined to accept the invitation 
to participate in the union exercises today.

FINDS DEATH CLEW; 
ARRESTS PARENTS 
OF WINTERS GIRL 


Mysterious Detective Digs 
Missing Katherine's Clothes 
Out of Ce. lar Wall. 


ROOMER ALSO IN CUSTODY 


Stepmother Blames Dilemma Upon 
Newcastle, Ind., Mayor, 
Denounces Him. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDDENT.] 

Newcastle, Ind., May 30.—[Special.J— 
Katherine Winters, a pretty girl of 9 years, 
disappeared in Newcastle, Ind., on March 
20 last year. The mystery of her disap- 
pearance was absolute. Every suspected 
clew failed. 

The case rose above the commonplace of 
missing mysteries through the remarkable 
diligence of the search by Dr. William A. 
Winters, the child's father. It became a 
national mystery. 

Tonight Dr. Winters, the girl's stepmother, 
and W. H. Cooper, a roomer at the Win- 
| ters house last year, are under charges of 
“conspiracy to commit a felony to kill” 
the girl. 


Stained Sweater Evidence, 

Mayor Watkins is in possession of a 
stained sweater coat and bits of ribbon dug 
out of a concrete chimney wall in the base- 
ment of the Winters home. 

These exhibits, discovered by Robert H. 
Abel, a private detective working for re- 
wards, constitute the sole tangible evidence 
of a new construction of the case. Abel is 
known in Neweastle only as “ a detective.” 
Who he is, where he came from, and why, 
are unanswered questions. 

Dr and Mrs. Winters were released from 
the county jail on bonds tonight. A short 
time later a scene occurred at the office of 
Mayor Watkins. 


Mrs, Winters Denounces Mayor. 

Mrs. Winter's eyes flashed fire as she led 
the way into the suite where the mayor sat 
alone. The door closed behind her. Then a 
recital of woman's wrath, a declaration 
half-defiant, half-appealing, poured out: 

Tou have slandered us. 

Tou wanted noney and you put the words 
into this detective’s mouth. What's behind 
all this, Watkins? 

Some one will answer for this. We never 
can recover our good name, I never deserved 
this. You know I would do anything in the 
world to bring little Katherine back to me. 
I love her as I would love my own flesh and 
blood. 

O, the words that were printed this aft- 
ernoon were yours. You wanted that motior 
picture money. You practically accused yw 
of spending money that was obtained by 
showing little K. cherine's picture. 

God knows no two people have strug- 
gled harder than we to get along. We have 
scratched and spent every cent we could get 
to find our girl. And you say we have held 
back some of the moving picture money— 
squandered it on ourselves! I don’t deserve 
this.”’ 

Mrs. Winters broke into tears. Then, an- 
gered, she threw her handkerchief violently 
at the mayor. 


Detective’s Motives a Puzzle. 

The astonishing developments come as a 
sequel to the appearance here of Abel, the 
detective, five weeks ago. Abel’s mission 
has been concealed. At one time he said he 
hoped to win the rewards offered for the re- 
covery of the missing girl. It is said in some 
sources that his efforts have been urged for- 
ward by the mayor and other officials and 
that they have paid at least a part of Abel's 
fees. 

Late last night Abel led a secret quest at 
the Winters residence in execution of a 
search warrant. Dr. and Mrs. Winters were 
in Terre Haute in connection with the exhi- 
bition of moving pictures depicting a con- 
structed drama of the supposed kidnaping 
of their girl. 


Make Important Find. 

The searchers attacked the concrete blocks 
of the chimney wail in the basement. Then 
they reported to the mayor a strange find— 
the two stained red sweaters of a child's 
size and a bit of hair ribbon, 

Abel, the detective, swore to an affidavit 
containing the felony conspiracy charges 
aga.net the Winteres and Cooper. Cooper 
was arrested and the Winteres hurried home 
from Terre Haute. They were served with 
the warrants and spent six hours in the 
county jail before Scott Robe, a wealthy 
farmer, appeared to sign bonds of S. UO 
each for them. Cooper, without a bonds 
man, remained in jail. 

Because today was a holiday no prelimi- 
nary hearing could be held immediately 
as required by the Indiana law, and the 
mayor met the situation by fixing the bonds. 


Arrests Result of Gossip? 

The construction of the case which culmi- 
nated in the arrests has been based on state- 
ments which investigation today could find 
substantiated only by the busy gossip of the 
streets 

Abel absorbed this gossip and looked over 
the ground. He is said to have visited 
Plattville, Wis., where the first Mrs. Winter, 
the mother of the missing Katherine, had 
lived. He had a talk with Mrs. Eliza Whis- 
tler, grandmother of the girl. After that 
there was a conference with John Wynn, 
chief of police here, and the night raid was 
decided upon. 

At their residence at 311 North Sixteenth 
street the Winters discussed the affair with 
a reporter for THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE and 
told a story answering the circumstantial 
charges of the detective’s case. 

“The sweaters were left in the basement 
by my mother, who was saving pieces to

FIXES BIG FINES 
FOR GERMAN BOATS 


Vera Cruz Collector Penalizes | 
Two Steamers Which 
Landed Arms for 
Huerta. 


TOTAL AMOUNT $200,000 


American Authorities Permit 
Ships to Depart After 
Bond Given by 
Agent.

VERA CRUZ, May 80.—Thef German 


steamers Bavaria and Ypiranga, which 
landed big cargoes of arms and munitions 
consigned to Gen. Huerta at Puerto Mexico 
today were allowed to leave Vera Crus after 
the American authorities had imposed fines 
aggregating $200,000. 

The Ypiranga reached port today and the 
Bavaria has been here several days, while 
negotiations for clearance papers have been 
on. As soon as the Ypiranga docked Capt. 
Herman O. Stickney, collector of the port; 
Karl Heynen, agent at Mexico City of the 
Hamburg-American line, and the German 
consul conferred with the ship's master. 


Violation of Law at Issue. 

Later in the day Capt. Stickney announced 
the amount of the fines and the Ypiranga and 
the Bavaria were given clearance papers 
after the Hamburg-American agent had of- 
fered a bond covering the fines, pending a 
settlement of the controversy. 

Capt. Stickney holds that diverting to 
Puerto Mexico the shipments consigned to 
Vera Cruz was a direct violation of the laws. 
He refused to discuas the matter further. 

“We had a perfect right to land our car- 
goes at Puerto Mexico under the Mexican 
general law.“ said Agent Heynen. Atten- 
tion was drawn to this law ina proclamation 
issued at Mexico City on May 13, which spe- 
cifically declared that when any port was 
closed by reason of revolution, occupation, 
or otherwise, a cargo consigned to that port 
might be landed at any open port.“ 

Agent Heynen declared tonight that no 
steps had been taken up to the present to 
protest the fines, but he expectéd to do 80 
immediately through the German consul. 

Tampico Quiet; Business Slack. 

I returned this morning on the destroyer 
Juett from Tampico, where I spent three 
days. I found the city quiet and the local 
government running smoothly under Gen 
Caballero. 

Contrary to my expectations, I found that 
the city had sustained practically no damage 
in the recent fighting, the only visible evi- 
dence of destruction being the windows of the 
Southern hotel, where a threatening mob 
surrounded the Americans on the night of 
April 21, after the American warships had 
been withdrawn from the river on orders 
from Washington. 

Oil Companies Delay Work. 

The oil companies do not believe the situ- 
ation is settled and they refuse to resumé 
full operations until a stable government is 
established. They strongly disapprove of 
the return of American refugees from Gal- 
veston, and say the latter would be unable 
to secure work, and may prove a disturbing 
element under the present unsettled condi- 
tions. 

Without exception, all of the foreigners 
whom I interviewed do not believe the Con- 
stitutionalists can restore permanent order 
without American help. They predict trou- 
ble between the different rebel factions when 
the present government is overthrown. 

Pablo Gonzales, the strong and highly edu- 
cated rebel leader, who took Tampico, is re- 
ported already to be clashing with Villa. 

Carranza Expected in City. 

Gen. Carranza, with Gen. Gonzales, daily 
is expected to arrive at Tampico, probably 
on a mission to collect funds. I could not 
verify the reports of forced contributions 
from the local Spaniards and Mexicans, but 
the oil companies have been asked to ad- 


vance $125,000 on prospective oil export 
duties. 


GIANT LINER ON INITIAL TRIP.

Vivid Stories of a 
Terrible Night. 


ESCAPE ALMOST NAKED 


Thrilling Rescues from Icy 
Waters; Only Good Swinm- 
‘mers Saved.

the Empress of Ireland, still dazed by the 
closeness of their escape from death and by 
the physical tortures they suffered, told 
something today of the experiences they had 
early yesterday in the fourteen minutes be- 
tween the time the liner was struck by the 
collier Storstad and that vessel, shattered by 
collision and explosion, sank in the St. Law- 
rence river off Cock Point, to =e east of 
Father Point. 

In the Chateau Frontenac, in the Seaman’s 
mission, in the hospitals, and on ships where 
they are being cared for and nursed they 
spoke of their dangers. 

There were stories of self-sacrifice where 
men died that women might live, of battles 
in the water, of lifeboats falling on strug- 
Sling men and women in the water. 


Sailors Not Blamed. 

While many of the crew were saved—a 
great number in comparison to the number 
of passengers who were drowned—there is no 
accusation against members of the crew. 
The decision of the surviving passengers is 
that the boat sank so quickly after the col- 
lision that there was no time for the crew to 
do any rescue work. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry Freeman of Wisconsin 
at the Chateau Fror.tenac told a vivid story 
of their dash for safc:y after the Empress 
was smashed by the c..lier. Mr. Freeman 
jumped from his berth, and, seizing a 
sweater, he threw it around Mrs. Freeman. 
In the dark they struggled up the com- 
panionway and made their way to the port 
side, where the unmanageable lifeboats 
were. 

The boat keeled, and, determined to die 
together, they jumped into the water. They 
were separated, but both could swim. 
Whirled about the water, they finally were 
picked up by a boat from the Storstad. 


Woman Tells of Rescue. 

„Following the sinking of the ship,” Mrs. 
Freeman said, “we were both dragged 
down. We became separated, but we were 
fair swimmers and thought we could help 
ourselves a little bit. When we came up I 
could not see my husband and he could not 
gee me. 

„Just before the collision I had a pre- 
monition that something dreadful was go- 
ing to happen. I lay there thinking of it, 
and then I heard the whistles going and the 
men running on deck. That woke my hus- 
band up, too. We saw that we were going 
to be swept off the liner and we locked arms 
and jumped into the black cold water just 
before the boat turned. | 

“When I felt my husband's hands torn 
from mine I thought we never would see 
each other again. But we were picked up by 
boats from the same vessel.“ 


Bellboy Tells Vivid Story. 
Charles Spencer, a bell boy on the Empress 
of Ireland, told of the manner in which 
Capt. Kendall saved him. Still hysterical 
from the suffering he endured, he cried as 
he told of his experience. 

„Wen the crash came I ran down to the 
steerage to wake up the boys there and get 
them to go to the bulkheads and turn them. 
They are closed by hand wheels. I did not 
have much time, because when I reached 
there the water was two feet deep and I 
could hardly get through it. I know two 
of the boys were drowned there. I and 
another, Samuel Baker, were the only bell 
boys saved out of the dozen on the vessel. 

„After I woke up the boys below I ran 
up to boat deck where men were trying 
to put the lifeboats overboard. The Em-

BOTH BELIEVED DEAD. 


In January, 1864. a battery from one of the 
Wisconsin regiments went into winter quar- 
ters at Huntsville, Ala. O. W. Wallis and 
Thomas G. Frost worked side by side in that 
pattery. They had been boyhood friends. 
They had enlisted together at Janceviile, 
vis. They had gone through many cam- 
paigns together and had stood behind their 
field gun at the siege of Vicksburg and in the 
battles of Chattanooga and Missionary Ridge. 
For nearly three years they fought together. 

Soon after the battery went into winter 
quarters Wallis was given a commission as 
first lieutenant. At the same time he was 
transferred, going with the First Wisconsin 
heavy artillery to serve in the defenses at 
Washington, D. C., where he remained until 
the close of the war. Frost went on with 
Sherman in his march to the sea. 


Each Thought Other Dead. 

That was the lasi they heard of one an- 
other during the war. Each thought the 
other was dead. Last week Capt. Wallis, 
now a leader in the Loyal Legion, met Capt. 
Ewing of Neoga, III., a member of the Twen- 
ty-first Lilinois, Gen. G ant's regiment. 

They talked of old times. 

“It's funny how the closest comrades lost 
all trace of each other.“ Capt. Wallis said. 
I had a comrade named Frost. I haven't 
heard a word of him since January in 64.“ 

“It can’t be Thomas G. Frost, who en- 
listed in Janesville?’’ Capt. Ewing asked. 

“It can, Capt. Wallis replied, ‘‘ and it is.” 


Will Meet Today. 

Frost is postmaster at Sigel, Ill. Wallis 
wrote to him. They arranged to meet yes- 
terday—to celebrate Memorial day together. 
Frost's physician told him he could not go 
to Chicago. Consequently Capt. Wallis will 
leave for Sigel tomorrow to see him. 

“It will de a pleasant meeting.“ Capt. 
Wallis said, after being separated for fifty 
years. I have been able to locate only six 
or seven of the entire battery. Two of them 
have died this month.”’

District Attorney May Act. 
After a moment's dehberation by the jury

Week. In the meantime Coroner Pinault will 
consult with the district attorney, with the 


purpose of determining what may be done 
toward securing the evidence of the captain 
and crew of the Storsiad, which arrived at 
Quebec today and proceeded to Montreal to 
land its cargo. 


During the day Coroner Pinault gave an or- 
der for the removal of all the bodies that had 
been brought ashore. Relatives who had 
identified bodies were allowed to remove 
them and the others were taken to Quebec. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon the Canadian 
government steamer Lady Grey, with ensigns 


‘half-masted, left here for Quebec, bear.ng 


175 bodies in coffins. No other bodies have 
been found and it is believed that the greater 
number of those lost were imprisoned inside 
the hull of the Empress. 


Absolve Crew from Blame. 

Quebec, May 30.—Survivors arriving here 
and at Montreal all agree on the outstanding 
points of the disaster. The disaster came so 
quickly that there was no time for intelli- 
gent concerted action. Hundreds of women, 
it ie said, might have been saved if they had 
not stopped to dress. 

Probably the chief cause of confusion on 
the Empress of Ireland after the impact was 
the fact that the water, rushing into the 
engine room and flooding the dynamos, threw 
the ship into complete darkness. The strug- 
gies of the terrified passengers to escape can 


be imagined. 
Both Capt. Kendall and Chief Officer Steed 


were praised for their conduct during the 
disaster. Capt. Kendall was on the bridge 
when the collision occurred. When the 


| steamer sank he was washed away, later to 


be picked up by one of the boats, apparently 
to his great regret. Thus far he has vouch- 
safed no public statement except to say that 
he would have preferred to have gone down 
with his ship. 

Passengers who observed him during the 
frightful few minutes after the ship was 
struck speak in his praise and declare he did 
his full duty. 

Chief Officer Steed, it is stated, was killed 
dy a boat falling on him while working to 
help the passengers escape.

When the boat made a final lurch I dived 


into the water because I felt I could get some- 
where. 


Saved by Capt. Kendall. 

„When I came up Capt. Kendall was near 
me. He caught hold of me and helped me 
along. Harry Baker was near us and the 
captain took him, too. He helped us along. 
We were in the water about twenty minutes, 
when we were picked up and taken to the 
coal boat. We were not far away when the 
port side blew out. 

They took care of us when they put in at 
Rimouski. They did not have enough clothes 
for us, so we took bags and cut holesin them 
for our arms and legs. They gave us all 
kinds of socks and old slippers and old shoes 


that could not be matched, but we were glad 


to get anything to keep us warm. 

The bulkteads were closed forward. Aft- 
er I yelled to the boys to close the bulkheads, 
I saw Harry Baker and Charley Turnstall, 
two of my chums, standing by and closing 
the doors. They were both lost as they never 
got on deck.“ 


Volturno Hero Among Saved. 

J. H. Price, ordinary seaman, whc was re- 
cently awardéd a medal for gallantry for 
jumping into the water from the Devonian 
to save a Volturno passenger, told this 
story: 

We had just put the pilot off in his boat 
He had climbed down the starboard gangway 
into his tender and I had just gct the sea 
ladder ready for carrying forward for stuw- 
age, 

As I reached the break of the deck under 
the bridge I saw the Storstad bearing down 
on our starboard bow. I could see its mast- 
head lights then, but neither of its side lights. 
Its course was somewhat across curs and 1 
heard our bridge signal it to starboard its 
helm. He did the same with our engines and 
stopped our headway. 

Then I saw the Storstad sheer away and 
its starbvard light showed. But it kept com- 
ing on and it was clear it was going to hit 
us. It struck us just about the starbcard 
gangway. 1 should think it went into us 
by the number 1 or forward stokehold and 
then ripped aft in the eng.ne room. 

As the crash came I heard an order from 
the bridge, all hands.’ JI dropped the sea 
ladder and ran up to the bridge to clear th. 
emergency boat, which had swung overboarn 
ready {cr lowering. That was the only boat 
I think that really got launched from the 
Empress of Ireiand and there was no one 
there to get into it. 


Hard to Stick to Ship. 

The ship was listing away over. It swung 
over more and more and, with the first ofti- 
cer, I clung to the combing of the Marconi 
house. There was some boat gear iashed on 
top there and its lashings gave way and car- 
ried the first officer overboard. 

“Terrible confusion followed. Everything 
gave way. I saw two or three men carried 
overboard as great winches broke their 
lashings and lurched into the sea. People 
were scrambling up from below and trying 
to get to the port side to keep away from 
the water. It was all I could do to hang 
onto the Marconi house. Finally I saw the 
ship was going. It was on its beam ends. 
I saw a spar in the water and made a dive 
for it. I got it, and just then the ship gave 
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was like bugs on a pool.“ 

Price found a collapsible boat floating 
nearby. He crawled into it and other men 
followed him. Finally they came across 
two. women swimming. They were pulled 
aboard, followed by the chief steward. All 
these persons later were taken in by a boat 
from the Storstad. Price was picked up by 
the pilot boat Eureka. 


Only Strong Swimmers Lived. 

The Rev. James Wallett, an Episcopal min- 
ister of West Cliff-on-Sea, England, said 
that only the persons who could swim were 
saved. He had a remarkable escape, for he 
is terribly nearsighted and without his 
glasses could see nothing. 

“Only the strong swimmers were saved,“ 
he said. We were all asleep. I heard the 


then came the crash. I thought it was an 
iceberg we had hit, it was so crushing and 
so sudden. 

“I ran up on deck, throwing on my coat 
and overcoat, because I felt that if we were 
sinking we would be exposed to severe cold. 
I got on deck just as it was heeling over. It 
did not seem so much that the ship was sink- 
ing as that the ocean was rising up over the 
ship. 

“I could see little girls with their hair 
hanging down over their night clothes rush 
out on the deck in search of their parents 
and then disappear. Ten minutes afterwards 
the sh'p was in the drink. 

As it went over I jumped. I was pulled 
down an unmeasurable distance. I struck 


against objects all the way down and all the : 


way up. I came up in a whiripool of arms 
and legs and heads. We were all tangled.” 


Died to Save Wife and Child. 

H. R. O’Hara died that his wife and child 
might live. There were two life belts for 
three of them. He fixed the belts on the | 
two, hoping that there would be buoyancy 
enough to hold up all three of them. Not 
one of them could ewim. O' Hara bobbed 
in the water, resting on the belts to keep 
himself afloat. He saw the two sinking 
and then slipping a little behind them he 
disappeared beneath the water. Mrs. O'Hara 
was found afterward clinging to the keel 
of an overturned boat by Henry Freeman 
of Wisconsin. The wife and child were 
sent to friends in Toronto today. 

Arthur Ferraday, chief steward of the 
third class, sat in the little seaman’s mis- 
sion, one arm was bandaged and an injured 
leg was helpless. He had trousers that 
were intended for a person almost ten years 
younger. Others were in bowling caps,“ 
as they called them, and others in curious 
shapes of cloth and felt hats, anything that 
could be found not in use in Rimouski, for 
Rimouski is one of those small villages on 
the St. Lawrence river that boast only of 
a mayor and not much else. All the houses 
were ransacked for old clothes or new clothes 
and anything that could be turned to the 
advantage of the survivors. 


Pulled from Bunk by Mate. 

“The crash did not wake me,“ he said. 
* One of the raates pulled me from my bunk 
in the ‘glory hole’ and told me the ship 
was sinking. He went up to the deck. While 
I was crawling out the ship gave a sudden 
lurch and boxes and trunks fell upon me, 
tearing my wrist and landing on my back. 

J ran up to the beat deck where the men 
were trying to get the boats over. A lot 
of us tried to put over No. 12 boat on the port 
deck, but could not do it because the vessel 
had such a list to it. It was to starboard. 

„Then we went to No. 11 on the starboard 
side. We got that off and let it down care- 
fully and it reached the water safely. Then 
we ran to No. 16 on the port side. The offi- 
cers were with us helping to get the boat 
over. While we were at it, the ship took 
a sudden lurch and threw us down the side of 
the ship, or rather down the slanting deck. 
The first officer was caught in the boat gear 
and carried overboard to his death. 


Saw Many Women Drowned, 

„We tried another boat on the port side, 
and as the ship rolled it filled with women. 
The turning of the ship made it imposs.ble 
to get the boat away and the women saw 
another boat near and jumped out to run to 
the other over the ship's side. They did not 
reach the other lifeboat, and all of them, I 
think, were drowned. 

As the vessel rolled over I jumped and 
swam around for half an hour, when I came

Story of Minnesota Man. 

Mr. Herman Kruz, with his daughter, 
Freda, and Reinhold Bach, with his daugh- ' 
ter, Edith, all of Rochester, Minn., were on 
the ill-fated ship when the accident occurred. 


Mr. Kruz, Freda, and Edith Bach were 


among the survivors, but Mr. Bach was 
drowned. His body was identified. placed in 
a casket, and :ferwarded to his late home. 
His watch stopped at 1:15, Minnesota time, 
showing the hour he went down. Mr. Kruz 
said: 

Miss Bach and my daughter occupied the 
same room, which adjoined the one which 
Mr. Bach and I were occupying. As soon as 
I felt the concussion I spoke to Mr. Bach, 
who was awakened by the blow. and said we 
had better go up on deck and ascertain what 
was the matter. As we passed the girls’ 
room I knocked at their door and said we 
were going on deck and they had better come 
along. They joined us at once, after throw- 
ing heavy wraps over their night clothes, as 
it was cold. 

As we were going up the stairs the ship 
listed so badly that it seemed more like 
going up a perpendicular ladder than a stair- 
way, but we reached the deck without Mr. 
Bach, who suffered with rheumatiem in his 


legs and asked us to co on and he would 
follow. 


Carried’ Into the River. 

No sooner had we reached the upper 
deck than the ship begau to turn over on 
its side and the boats and other things slid 
‘toward the starboard rail, carrying us with 
the debris. We became separated, each 
going into the water and down below the 
surface, but I soon came up, and over me 
was a collapsible boat, which 1 righted and 
got into. Others began to crawl over the 
sides until there were about fifteen persons 
in t boat. It was an awful sight, and the 
| shrieks nearly drove me wild. Two other 
men in the boat helped me to drag others 
aboard until we had forty-tive or fifty per- 
sons, the people’strugglirg to catch at any- 
thing which might ass!st them to keep above 
water and begging to be taken aboard. We 
kept taking them on until the boat had little 
freeboard, when we pushed ahead toward 
the Storstad, which was a long way off, and 
upon nearing it I heard a voice in another 
lifeboat saying, ‘There is my father. He 
is saved!" I replied, and we were placed 
aboard the collier. 


Learn Fate of Bach. 

The next lifeboat to come alongside bore 
Miss Bach, and so we three were united 
again, the first we had seen of each other 
since going up to the deck together; but 
neither of us had seen anything of Mr. Bach. 

Upon reaching the Rimouski pier we 
were made comfortable as possible in the 
little boarding house, where the people 
were kind to us. The women provided dry 
underwear for the girls and they were placed 
in bed under the doctor’s care. But this 
was unnecessary, as bruises were the only 
trouble and severe nervous chills caused by 
the exposure and harrowing experiences. 

But everybody has been so kind to us; 
they actually divested themselves of their 
outer garments to cover the bodies from 
the chilly air and soaking night clothes. 
It was an awful experience and one which 
will never be forgotten.“ 


This Girl Swam an Hour. 

Miss Tirra Townshend, 24, from Blenhe!m- 
Marlborough, New Zealand, was saved by 
her own pluck and strong swimming. She 
was traveling with her aunt, Mrs. H. Wynne 
Price, of Auckland, who was lost. M.ss 
Townshend said that she heard the Empress 
of Ireland’s signals just before the collisien 
and was alarmed by them.

It has been the well understood and defi- 
nitely announced law of the sea from time 
immemorial, and long ago written into the 
books of the law, that it is the duty of the 
officers and sailors of a ship to die so long 


as one passenger, even, is not rescued. If 
these so-called common sailors and officers 


must calmly serve and save not only women 
and children but all men in their care, why 
should not other men in the same boat be 
expected gladly to do the same in return? 

The rule thus binding as law upon “ those 
who go down to the sea in ships,” is the 
common law and is so old and safely 
grounded it needs not be written in statutes. 
It is common sense, the highest chivalry and 
the plainest duty. 

Dr. James De Witt Andrews, in his An- 
drews’ American Law,’’ volume 1, page 576 
[second edition] has put the ruie so clearly 
and simply that it is interesting to note 
how completely it accords with our senti- 
ments. j 

He says [sec. 461}: ‘“‘ Life being a gift of 
the creator, it would seem natural that if 


any right might be termed absolute, the 
right to live is such; but aside from crim- 


inal offenses by which life is forfeited, and 
attempts to do violence which justify a 
killing tn self-defense, there are situations 
in which it is justifiable to take the life 
of the innocent and where it is obligatory 
to die; and this is not in the imperfect 
sense in which the only punishment lies in 
the conscience, but these are duties for the 
violation of which the civil law may and

Washington, D. C., May 30.—[Special.J— 
Andrew Furuseth, president of the Interna- 
tional Seamen’s union, today issued a state- 
ment charging Senators Lewis of Illinois and 
Burton of Ohio and Congressman Alexander 
of Missouri with attempting to prevent the 
passage of legislation to insure the proper 
manning of vessels. 

Although the advocates of the London con- 
vention for greater saféty at sea believe the 
Empress of Ireland disaster will force an 
early ratification of the treaty by the sen- 
ate, the attitude of Mr. Furuseth indicates 
that there will be a bitter fight on the meas- 


| ure. Senators Lewis and Burton ‘contend 


that the convention will insure safer ships 
and adequate life saving facilities. Senator 
La Follette, who is leading the opposition, 
holds the convention inadequate to obtain 
real safety at sea. 

How many more bodies must be floating 
around before the ship owners and their de- 


‘ fenders shall be compelled to quit mislead- 


ing the public and the legislative branches of 
the different governments with reference to 
safety at sea?” asked Mr. Fukuseth. 


Quotes Stand of Burton. 
Senator Burton is quoted as saying that 
if the London convention on safety to life 
at sea had been adopted, the construction 
provision of that convention would have pre- 


, vented the disaster. 


Senator Lewis is quoted as saying that 
the Empress of Ireland would not have been 
permitted to leave port if the convention had 
been in force. 

“Congressman Alexander, chairman of 
the committee on merchant marine and fish- 
Gries, tells of the construction provisions 
made by the London convention and inti- 
mates that, through its recommendations, 
vessels are to be made safer than at present. 


Empress Could Pass Ruling. 

“The Empress of Ireland was built in 
1906; it had all modern improvements and 
in the construction of bottom and water- 
tight bulkheads comes up to the provisions 
made by the London convention. 

“The official figures of the deck crew of 
the sister ship of the Empress of Ireland, 
the Empress of Britain, are available. Out 
of a total of forty-eight im the deck crew, 
exclusive of the five officers, only twenty. 
are able seamen. That means ten able sea- 
men on each watch, two of whom are quar- 
termasters doing duty at the wheel and on 
the bridge. two on the lookout, thus leaving 
only six able seamen for emergency deck 
duties, 4nd the vessel has flve passenger 
decks. That's where the trouble is. The 
London conference did not provide a larger 
crew nor did it provide a more efficient crew. 

“The Empress of Ireland had as many 
boats as the London convention provides; 
it had as good a crew as the convention pro- 
vides. There is nothing in the terms of the 
convention to justify any man to make the 
statement that it could havg been prevented 
from clearing had it been in force.” 


Will Call Committee Meeting. 

Senator Stone of Missouri, chaictnan of the 
senate foreign relations committee, will call 
an early meeting of that committee to con- 
sider the London treaty, and the treaty may 
be reported to the senate within a few days. 

The house committee on merchant ma@rine 
and fisheries is being urged to report out im- 
mediately the seamen’s bill which passed the 
genate last October, and which was pigeon- 
holed by a subcommittee to avoid conflict 
with the labor advocates. 

The American Federation of Labor has 
passed a resolution opposing the approval 
of the London convention as it stands The 
London treaty emphasizes the necessity for 
building safe ships, but it miptmizes the 
necessity for able seamen abvard those 
ships. The federation of labor insists there 
should be two able seamen for every lifeboat. 


Must Serve Labor Problem. 

Furuseth says the London convention will 
not increase the safety of the present vessels 
unless the labor problem is settled. 

“A sailor cannot serve soup in a storm, 
but a steward can,“ said Mr. Furuseth. It 
is just as reasonable to ask stewards to 
operate lifeboats as it is to ask seamen to 
cook the meals.“ 

When the London treaty is brought up in 
the senate, a fight will be made to have it 
amended so that provision will be made for 
the manning of lifeboats by at least two able 
seamen. 

Congressman Sabath and other members 
from lake cities will insist that the safety 
provisions for lake steamers be made equal 
te those for oon vessels. ,

BIG DINNERS ON ROUTE. 


Receptions for Chicago Club’s 
Marchers Arranged at Towns 
Along the Way. 


Seventeen boys gathered from the grimy 
streets in the “ gas house” district on the 
north side will set out from Hammond on 
June 13 for a 100 mile hike through Indiana 
and the Michigan woods.

The business men of these places have 
promised to codperate with the officials of 
the club, and they will bring delegations of 
boys from the various town clubs out to meet 
the hikers in automobiles. They will greet 
the Chicago boys and escort them on foot 
into the towns, where the visitors will be en- 
tertained, principally at dinner tables.

Harrison (N. J.) Health Board 
Urges Use of Showers. 


PLEA MADE FOR HYGIENE. 


New York Doctor Says All Homes 
Should Get New Equipment. 


New York, May 30.—[(Special.]—In the war 
on the bath tub the first gun has been fired 
at Harrison, N. J. ‘The militant board of 
health in hygienic Harrison voted unani- 
mously the other evening to suggest to all 
fellow townsmen that they do away with 
„the pernicious habit of taking baths in 
bath tubs.” 


„Jou are dirtier when you come out of 


a bath tub than when you go in—use shower 
baths,”’ is the ultimatum of these yearners 
for civic purity. 

The bath tub heresy is sturdily supported 
by a well known New York physician, Dr. 
J. Gardner Smith. Dr. Smith was the first 
medical graduate to take charge of a Y. 
M. C. A. gymnasium, serving as a medical 
instructor of the People’s institute in 1885. 
Even at that time he considered a shower 
more hygienic than a plunge bath. 


„Primitive Methods of Bathing.” 

The bath tub,“ he continued, is simply 
a survival of the days when plumbing was an 
undiscovered science. There are still many 
country famllies whose notion of bathing is 
the Saturday night use of a wooden tub 
filled with the aid of a pail and a tea kettle. 
the most immaculately enameled modern 
tub is merely a development of this primitive 
method of taking a bath. : 

When you wash dishes you don’t wipe 
them out tof a pan of dirty dishwater, but 
you put them on a rack and turn clean hot 
water over them. When you wash clothes 
you put them through a tub of rinsing wa- 
ter. Likewise, when you wash yourself in 
a tub, the only hygienic thing is to fill the 
tub several times instead of once.

Could Avoid Mexican Topic.

Statement from White House.

When the invitation was extended by the 
committee representing the Grand Army of 
the Republic of the District of Columbia 
the president informed the committee that 
he did not think the occasion would be op-

ever, to attend a memorial service at a later 
date. 

Evidently a false construction has been 
placed upon his action, and therein lies the 
reason for the ¢hange of program. The 
president was not willing that his absence 
should be misconstrued.”’

New Inventions Patented to Prevent 


Private Monopoly, but May Be Used 


Free by All Mines. 


Washington, D. 0. May 30.—[ Special. 


Engineers of the bureau of mines have just 
patented several safety devices which they 


have dedicated to the cause of preventing 


accidents in mines. They have also per- 


fected a new. process for the prevention 
of waste.

One improvement consists of an appa- 
ratus to supply oxygen to rescuers in case 
of accidents.

- Pyramid Well Preserved. 

This pyramid is better preserved than any 
other, in its surrounding works, owing to 
having been largely cut into a mass of rock. 
The rock features have not been plundered 
for stone, as has happened usually to build- 
ings, The height of the permanent rock 
work has also caused sand and rubbish toac- 
cumulate, so that the worked faces were 
buried, in some parts as much as fifteen feet 
in depth. 

It is therefore the most complete of the 
_dater pyramids, and also the most interesting 

in its architectural details. In order to make 

certain of finding all ancient entrances and 
structures, the whole surface far outside 
' the pyramid has been completely bared, the 
rock seraped and brushed, and every fissure 
and crack examined; no site in Egypt has 
been so thoroughly searched. 
The pyramid casing was founded in a deep 
cutting in the rock, where a few blocks of 
‘ft still remain. The sides probably varied 
two or three inches; the length was 350 feet. 


Fourteen Tombs Are Found. 

Around the inclosure wall were the tombs 
of the royal family, of which fourteen have 
deen found. One of the most remarkable is

Gambling Casino Secures Charter 
Which Runs for Forty Years.

The Panama National Casino company is 
about to be registered in London with a capi- 
tal of $2,000,000.

LIBERAL REFORMS 
INTEREST STRAUS 


New York Publicist Will 
Study English Social Meas- 
ures in Visit to London. 


‘LESSON FOR AMERICANS. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON; May 30.—Oscar Straus of New 
York, who was in London this week en route 
to Madrid to attend the wedding of Kermit 
Roosevelt to Miss Willard, will return later 
to study the measures of social reform in- 
augurated by the Liberal party, such as 
industrial insurance, a minimum wage, and 
old age pension, which, he says, is right 
in line with the policy of the Progressive 


party in the United States. 

Mr. Straus continued: ‘ Europe is away 
ahead of us in enacting into laws the things 
we are discussing in the United States on 
the broad lines of social justice. We can 
profit largely by the experience in this coun- 
try, as all reforms along these lines can be 
judged by the results. 


Finds a Divided Opinion. 

„1 find on investigation that there is a 
most divided opinion as to the value and 
efficiency of industrial insurance. Strange to 
say, I find many New York workmen dis- 
tinctly opposed to it, especially the younger 
men. 

„ The mechanics with whom I have talked 
say they find no advantage, but several dis- 
advantages, in the insurance. They dislike 
the compulsory weekly payments. They say 
the benefits are much smaller than those of 
the various trade insurance organizations. 
They object even to the publications of the 
law for medical aid, as they are compelled to 
take physicians in their districts who have 
joined the government medical commission. 
They prefer to have doctors of their own 
choice. 

„ All this may be due to the newness of 
the act. On the other hand, it is an experi- 
ment which it will benefit us greatly to 
watch, as it will be a guide as to the valueof 
similar provisions in the United States.“ 


Social Justice Foremost. 

Continuing, Mr. Strauss said: I find in 
all enlightened lands today that the question 
of social justice is occupying the thoughts of 
lawmakers as it is in the United States. It 
remains to be seen whether these gropings 
will produce the benefits intended. This also 
applies to old age pensions. Many of these 
provisions are in force in Germany, but the 
conditions are so different there that the 
social reforms would probably have to be 
modified to suit more democratic countries. 

“The same applies to the whole eubject of 
the minimum wages. It seems to mes after 
some observation, that the main objection 
of the beneficiaries is that the benefits don't 
satisfy the minimum wants. 

“The socialists among the working people 
here seem to be opposed to all this legislation. 
A large percentage of workingmen who are 
not gocialists are aleo opposed to it: The 
new laws, of course, are easier to put into 
effect here, as an act of parliament imme- 
diately applies to the entire country. 


Development of Co-operation. 
“The thing that has struck me is the de- 
velopment of the codperative system. It 
seems to work well,particularly in the smaller 
towns where it is carried out with economy 
and efficiency. There is no expenditure for 
advertising and the cost of delivery is re- 
duced, in fact, most of purchasers carry off 
the things they buy. The profits are divided 
as dividends and the system is really codp- 
erative. 

In suburban homes England is far ahead 
of the United States. In America these homes 
don't reach the poorest classes, but the class 
just above. With rapid transit in the United 
States this system of codperative stores and 
homes is worthy of the most careful atten- 
tion. 

Discussing politics in à general way, Mr. 

Straus said: “One thing is sure, the prin- 
ciples of progressivism will make their way 
in the United States as they have in Europe. 
The very causes which brought the Progres- 
sive party into existence are producing pro- 

legislation. In a number of states 
the old parties have been compelled to take 
up many of the causes of progressivism, but 
how far they can be depended upon to sup- 
port them is difficult to say, as they are act- 
ing from compulsion from without rather 
than devotion to progressive principles. It 
seems to me that the logical development 
will be a progressive, liberal party opposea 
to the reactionary party, what-

THE STATUTE BOOK 


Peaceful Settlement Is Seen 
by T. P. O'Connor as the 
Tories Realize Defeat. 


GREAT CONSPIRACY FAILS 


BY T. P. O’CONNOR. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, May 30.—The great conspiracy 

against the ministry, the parliament act, 

and home rule has failed. 

| The week ends in an outburst of confident 

hope that the Irish cause is won. It's all 

over but the shouting. 

The Tories made rapid recovery by last 
Monday from their orgy of disorder of the 
previous week and met the house of com- 
mons in a palpably subdued mood. Their 
action in allowing the third reading for 
the third time of the home rule bill with- 
out any attempt at further debate shows 
they now recognize the game is up. 

Everybody now realizes that in a few 
weeks the bill becomes the law of the land. 


Tory Position Is Difficult. 

This produces an entirely new situation, 
the difficulties of which are much greater to 
the Tories than to the Liberals. The Tories 
have now to choose between two equally 
difficult alternatives. Either they will re- 
ject the amending bill and allow home rule 
to pass to the statute book without any 
concession, or they will table for the first 
time their own proposals of amendment. 

Thus the previous position between the 
ministry and the Tories will be reversed, for 
while up to the present the Liberals have 
had to do all the bidding, the Tories now 
must try their hands at it. 

This brings them face to face with many 
embarrassments, and compels them also to 
mckke final surrender to the principle of home 
rule by a vote for the second reading of the 
amending bill. The die hards still press the 
Tory leaders to fight on, without consid- 
ering any concession, hoping that when the 
ministry is brought face to face with threats 
of civil war in Ulster they will find the army 
mutinous and refusing to do its duty. 


If the Army Should Rebel. 

If these tactics be adoped then the course 
of the government is quite simple. First, the 
Irish bill will be put on the statute book. 
Then in case of disorder some regiments will 
be ordered to go to Ulster unconditionally, 
and if these regiments refuse then other regi- 
ments will be ordered, and if they again re- 
fuse then the ministry will accept the chal- 
lenge and go to the country on the question 
of whether the army or parliament shall gov- 
ern England. 

Every Liberal believes that on that issue 
the government will return with a crush- 
ing majority and will have a mandate to pro- 
ceed immediately to the destruction of the 
prescnt Tory army and the substitution of an 
army on democratic lines. 

But few people believe that it will come to 
this. The Tories will not face such a capital 
issue, which might end in the speedy destruc- 
tion of many of their remaining privileges 
and rouse such a tempest of popular passions 
as might enable the Liberals to carry out dur- 
ing the next four years policies even more 
revolutionary than those Lloyd-George has 
already passed. 

It is equally certain that the Ulster Orange 
volunteers will not fight against the army, 
and it is more than doubtful if even the mad- 
dest Tory officer will dare to disobey orders. 


O'Connor Forecasts Settlement. 

My forecast is that by the time we approach 
the amending bill the Tory leaders will be in 
a saner frame of mind and will accept the 
universal demand of all sane men in England 
that this struggle must end now and end in 
peace, not in civil war. Already a meeting, 
attended by Tories and Liberals, in Birming- 
ham has protested against civil war and de- 
manded a peaceful settlement. 

Meantime the extraordinary growth of the 
national volunteers produced a profound im- 
pression in England, dissipating the favorite 
doctrine of the Tories that southern Ireland 
has ceased to care about home rule and driv. 
ing home the fact that other volunteers be- 
sides those in Ulster have to be faced if Ire- 
land’s hopes are to be disappointed. 

That movement, begun so spontaneously 
and running over Ireland like a prairte fire, 
is about to be placed in more regular form 
and the attitude of several Irish leaders will 
change from passive to active approval. This 
addition to forces already working for the 
movement will give such an enormous Im- 
petus that a few weeks may see a body of 
national volunteers twice the size of that 
in Ulster. 


Course of the Amending Bill, 

All these new forces tend to hold over any- 
thing serious until the flerce haggling begins 
over the amending bill. When it leaves the 
house of lords it will contain Carsonite 
amendments which the ministry and the 
Irish Nationalists must reject, and they will 
substitute such amendments as may save the 
face of the Orangemen and at the same time 
inflict no prejudice on the essential unity of 
Ireland. 

Then the house of lords may try to better 
its hand, and new haggling will commence 
until some formula finally evolves. 

There will be a tough fight and hard ber. 
gaining on all sides and rupture frequently 
may seem inevitable, but so many mighty 
forces, including the king, the saner Tories, 
and public opinion in England, will 
all parties and compel them to make a peace

Vera Cruz, May 23.—Aureliano Blanquet is 


a fascinating subject and a most interesting 
man. Until a year ago he was one of the 
most admired and influential army men in 
Mexico. His regim nt was known every- 
where as the Val wenty-ninth.“ To- 
day they are known i.. their treachery to 
one chief through their loyalty to another. 
When I first met Blanquet, two and a half 
years ago, when, in codperation with Am- 


ern Mexico, his troops always were the best 
disciplined, his officers picked for their brav- 
ery and loyalty, and included some of the 
most agreeable men I ever knew. 

From the humblest soldier in the ranks to 
Col. Javier de Moure, the second in com- 
mand, not a man but would have died for 
Blanquet and considered himself honored in 
the doing of it. When Madero was elected 
the army officers seriously discussed resign- 
ing in a body, and Blanquet was one of the 
older men whose wiser advice prevailed and 
prevented this action. Why he did this to 
betray Madero later I never understood. 


Blanquet Was “ Born Bad.” 

Blanquet seems to have been born bad; he 
has absolutely no conscience. Huerta may 
be drunk and do things, Huerta may hold 
back for this reason or that; but Blanquet 
ig altogether ruthless—he goes ahead and 
does what best suits his selfish interests 
of the moment. I think he personally was 
responsible for the death of Madero. It ap- 
pears more like an action by Blanquet than 
by Huerta. 

The terrible ruthlessness which charac- 
terized the murder is better laid to Blanquet 
than Huerta. And not long ago Huerta 
told a prominent man, a friend of mine, 
„% When the whole truth is known I shal! be 
cleared of certain acts now laid to my 
charge.“ They were discussing Madero, and 
my friend said that Huerta was tipsy or he 
never would have said so much. . 

Huerta and Blanquet have often been at 
daggers drawn. Huerta is not as strong 
with the army as Blanquet, but he has the 
brains, and he does not dare kill Blanquet,

PRINCESS XENIA 
RULES A KINGDOM 


Nicholas of Montenegro Bows 
to Despotic Ideas of Hand- 
some Daughter. 


STORY OF A POKER GAME. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

CETTINJE, Montenegro, May 30.—Princess 
Xenia, the elder of King Nicholas’ unmar- 
ried daughters, is the despair of the foreign 
legations here on account of her influence 
over him. Her ideas are despotic and she 
will not let any improvement be made in 
the government. 

When foreign ministers get the king alone 
he is amenable, but he always tells them 
he must have a day to think over any new 
proposal. This means he must talk it over 
with Princess Xenia. Ten to one at the 
next meeting he says no to their re- 
quests. 

Xenia, they say, would rule the country 
splendidly if it were not for “new fan- 
gled ideas imported by Montenegrins who 
have come back from America. They open- 
ly criticise her ways and talk of the hated 
constitution. King and princess both work 
to prevent emigration to America and to put 
a stop to the return of those who once go 
out there. 


Xenia’s Sisters Are Masterful. 

All of Xenia’s sisters are masterful. Prin- 
cess Helena, the queen of Italy, is more 
widely known than the others. who are 
Grand Duchess Peter Nicholaivitch of Rus- 
sia, Grand Duchess Nicholas Nicholaivitch, 
Princess Joseph of Battenberg and Princess 
Vera, the youngest and as yet unmarried. 
Princess Xenia, who is 33, is the seventh of 
the king’s nine children and the handsomest 
of his daughters. 

The king loves a game of poker, as Baron 
Kruiff, an Austrian aristocrat. hae just found 
out. Kruiff came here to organize a press 
bureau, had an audience with the king and 
was told he could go to work. Next day 
his majesty met him in the streets of Cettinje 
and asked: Well, is the press bureau work- 
ing yet?”

“I am the government.“ shouted the king 
in a real Montenegrin rage. When I tel! 
you to do a thing you can and must do it.”

Settled by a Poker Game. 

The King's rage grew wilder than ever and 
he rode off storming and swearing at all 
Austrians. That afternoon Kruiff was sum- 
moned by the president of the council and 
reproved for mentioning the word constitu- 
tion in the king’s presence. 

“I don’t know if you will ever start your 
press bureau now,” he added. His majesty 
ig #0 furious that he cannot talk of anything 
else.” 

The poor baron asked what he should do, 
as the Austrian government would cover 
him with disgrace if he went home without 
having done his work. After much talk the 
premier asked if the baron played poker. 

Tes, but what has that to do with it?” 

Then the courtier explained: 

“Hie majesty loves poker. When he is 
offended with any power he steps asking 
that power’s minister to play cards. Invite 
me and some of the other courtiers to play 
poker at your house. His majesty will hear

PORTUGUESE FIRST INVADERS 


The second series in Observer's big 
story of the Awekening of the Orient 
will deal with the problem of the Philip- 
pines. The first article, presented here- 
with, takes up the history of the islands. 
Next Sunday Observer will tell of the 
American occupation and discuss the 
question of self-government. 


BY OBSERVER. 

MANILA, May 1.—To understand people 
it is neceasary to know the influences te 
which they have been subjected. Thisis the 
‘purpose of history. 

While the Philippines probably were un- 
known to the average American until 
Dewey’s victory in May, 1898, they have 
played quite a prominent part in the history 
of eastern Asia. 

The spread of Mohammedanism through- 
out western Asia and into southeastern Eu- 
rope cut off the old European trade routes to 
| Asia and forced the Europeans to look for 
others. This led to the voyages of explora- 
tion which culminated im the discovery of 
the American coninent, o the rounding of 
Africa, and to the opening of the far eas 
to Euroge. e 


west. The Portuguese moved around Africa 
to the east. The two met in the Philippines, 


Magellan’s Discovery. 
The Portuguese reached the East India 
islands first. A letter from one of their cape 


guese, prompted him to attempt to reach 
these islands by sailing e e west. Unable 
to get the support of his own king, he got 
that of Charles I. of Spain. Sailing down’ 
the east coast of South America, he discov- 
ered the straits which bear his name, and., 
after a voyage of three months and twenty 
days, struck the Philippine islands March 
6, 1521. Here he lost his life shortiy after- 
wards in a fight with some of the natives 
near Cebu. 

It was forty years later, however, before 
the Spaniards made their first effort to con- 
quer and settle the Philippine islands. The 
Portuguese by this time were in full posses- 
sion of what now constitutes the Dutch East 
Indies. They had made a number of trips 
for trade and slaves to the southern Philip- 
pines, but had made no effort to occupy them 
permanently. 


First Filipinos Dwarfs. 

The Spaniards on their arrival found the 
races which are there today. Probably the 
rst people who lived in the islands were the 
Negritos. These are dwarf negros. Pre- 
sumably there have been two series of in- 
vasions of Malays. The first of these drove 
back the Negritos, and undoubtedly are the 
direct ancestors, perhaps with some silght 
infusions of other blood, of most ef the sayv- 
ages, other than the Negritos, found today ia 
different parts of the islands. The head hunt- 
ing, dog eating Igorote undoubtedly belongs 
to this earlier invasion. 

Later there was a second series of inva- 
sions by other Malays, but of a higher type 
than the first comers. These drove back the 
first comers and also the Negritos. These 
people, on the whole, are probably the direct 


Mohammedanism not only spread to the 
west but also to the east. It had reached the 
southern Philippines prior to Magellan. Here 
the Malays had become converted to this 
religion. They were gradually extending its 
sway over all the islands. Their influence 
had even got as far north as Manila. 


Drew Spaniards On. 
It is interesting to note that the spread of 
Mohammedanism into Europe was the mais 
cause of the voyages which led the Spaniards 
to the Philippines and checked the growth of 
Mohammedanism in that direction. 

The real settlement and occupation of the 
Philippines was commenced by Legauepi, who 
sailed from Navidad, Mexico, in 1564. He 
captured the town of Cebu and settled in this 
isiand. Two years later the first of the many 
attempts by other powers to capture the 
Philippines was made by the Portuguese. 
They attacked Cebu, but failed to capture it. 

The Spaniards gradualty spread to the 
north and finally took Manila from the 
natives and made it the capital of the Philip- 
pines. Subsequently they conquered all of 
the island of Luzon. 

The first friars to arrive in the Philippines 
were the Augustinians, who reached there in 
1565. They were followed later by the Fran- 
ciseans, Jesuits, Dominicans, and the Recol- 
lectos. 

From the time of the first Spanish settie- 


islande were governed from Mexico as a 
colony.

Spain’s Missionary Work. 
During a period of thirty years the Spanish 
missionaries were very active in Japan. The 
Macabebes, a tribe living on the north shore 
of Manila bay, are supposed to be the de- 
gcendents of Japanese Christian refugees 
who, driven out of Japan, were picked up on 
the high seas by a Spanish ship and brought 
ti the Philippines. 
The first serious attack upon the Philip- 
pines which the Spaniards had to withstand 
was made by a Chinese pirate named Lima- 
hong. He made two attacks on Manila in 
1574. While they were both defeated the 
| gpecond one was so nearly successful that a 
great deal of damage was done within the 
city. After his failure at Manila he sailed 
north and landed in the vicinity of the pres- 
ent town of Dagupan. After some difficulty 
the Spaniards finally succeeded in expelling 
To this day, however, there are strong 
traces of Chinese influence among the peo- 
ple tn the province of Pangasinan. Since 
““then there have been two revolts of the Chi- 
' Bese living in the Philippines—one in 1608, in 
“which the Spaniards killed more than 23,000 
Chinese before they succeeded in suppress- 
ing them, the other in 1639, in which 20,000 
‘Chinese were killed. 


. Several Massacres Since. 
Deveral times since there have been mas- 
@acres of Chinese by the Filipinos. These 
Chinese revolts were caused primarily by the 
unjust treatment accorded them They were 
always taxed more ‘heavily than the Fill- 
pinos, continuously mistreated by the Span- 
fards and Filipinos, and frequently given 
their choice of becoming Christians or getting 
~ out of the country. 

While the Japanese have never attacked 
the Philippines, there was a time during the 
early occupancy of the Spaniards in which 
the Mikado considered an expedition against 
these islands. 

In 1580 Portugal was joined to Spain. This 

meant that all of the Portuguese colonies in 
the far east were under Spanish rule. The 
governor of the Philippines at this time had 
under his control all of what are now known 
as the Dutch East Indies, all the Philippines, 
Parts of Formosa, and a number of settle 
ments along the China coast and in India. 
The Dutch, having been forbidden by Phillip 
Il. to trade any longer with Portugal, found 
it necessary to choose between giving up 
their carrying trade at sea, or else trading 
directly with the East Indiea 


Dutch Take Islands. | 
They chose the latter course and started 
in by conquering the present Dutch East 

Indies. From these islands they made a 
number of attempts on the Philippines. They 

were defeated in 1600 in an attempt on Ma- 
nila. Nine years later they succeeded in 

* holding the entrance to Manila bay for five 
months. 
In 1647 they fought at Cavite in practi- 
, cally the same place as Dewey did 251 years 
later. At this same time they again occu- 
pied part of the north shore of Manila bay, 
but were finally driven out. 


From the time fhe Spani s first came to 


= the Philippines until they left in 1898 they 


had trouble with the Moros, as they called 
the Filipinos who had been converted to 
__Mohammedanism. These people were ener- 
getic fighters, and, above all, pirates and 
ala ve traders. 4 
When the wind blew from the southwest 
their fleets of boats took advantage of it to 
come up to the northern islands. Here they 
raided the villages and towns, stole every- 
thing they could lay their hands on, and 
gathered up the people as slaves. 


Enslaved 20,000 Filipinos, 
When the monsoon changed and the wind 
blew from the e they would return 
with their booty to their homes in the south- 
ern islands. Some of these expeditions con- 
sisted of as many as seventy boats, carry- 
ing 8,000 men. In 1616 their boats reached 
Cavite, in Manila Bay. In one year they 
carried away more than 20,000 Filipinos as 
slaves. . 
The last attempt on Manila before the 
Americans captured it was made by the Brit- 
ish in 1762. An expedition of 7,000 British 
troops, with 3,000 East Indians, besieged and 
captured the city. They compelled the gov- 
ernor to cede all of the islands to the Brit- 
ish government. From Manila they made 
various expeditions in the different parts 
of the country, looking for treasure. Finally, 
after one and a half years of occupancy, 
they restored the islands to the Spanish 
under one of the provisions of a treaty be- 
tween Spain and Great Britain. , 
The Spanish colonial idea was that a col- 
ony should be a. source of wealth to the 
mother country and to its representatives 
holding office and living in the colony con- 
cerned. . In those days there was no idea of 
tthe people in a colony having any rights 
which had to be respected. It was simply a 
question of what their conquerors chose to 
give them. 


Natives Heavily Taxed. 3 

The Spaniards started by dividing the na- 
tives up into groups, each one of which was 
supposed to support a Spaniard. The na- 
tives were taxed to their utmost capacity 
both by church and state. Amongst other 
things, each man each year had to give forty 
days’ labor free. Slavery existed as a rec- 
ognized institution. The hardships inflicted 
soon caused revolts, the first of which took 
place in 1589. These revolts were generally 
unsuccessful, due to the fact that the Fill- 
pinos could never agree amongst themselves 
as to exactly what they did want and how 
they were going to get it. There was no 
spirit of coUperation among them. The tribal 
jealousies were never forgotten. As a rule, 
the individuals thought only of their own 
selfish ends and frequently betrayed their 

It was not long before the church, ag repre- 
gented by the friars and the archbishop, be- 
gan to quarrel with the state, as represented 
by the governor general and his officers. This

representation in the cortes. However, in 
1814 Fernando VII. abolished the conatitu- 
tion. This was followed in the Philippines 
by a revolt, which, as usual, failed. 


Filipinos Denied Rights. 

Revolts in Spain having compelled the 
king to again grant the constitution, the 
Filipinos were again allowed representation. 
However, the state and church officials in 
Manila did everything they could to prevent 
this representation from being of any value. 
Fnially, in 1837, the cortes, in a secret ses- 
sion, decided not to permit the Filipinos 
further representation. In 1840 to 1841 there 
was a serious revolt south of Manila, which 
was suppressed with some difficulty. When 
the constitutional monarchy of 1868 was 
formed in Spain a Liberal governor was sent 
to the Philippines. Due to his influence, 
democratic ideas were spread among the 
upper class Filipinos. The lower classes, 
who constitute the vast majority of the peo- 
ple, were too ignorant to understand much 
of this. All they knew was that they had 
been, and were still, badly abused and sut- 
fered many evils from which they wanted re- 
ler. With the end of the Liberal constl- 
tution in Spain the usual reaction took place 
In the Philippines. This led to the Cavite in- 
surrection ot 1872. 


Jose Rizard Appears. 

From this time on more and more of the 
upper classes considered the possibility of 
ousting Spain. The lower classes contented 
themselves with the formation of societies, 
with more or less the same end in view, but 60 
mixed up with the desire to murder and 
plunder that it was difficult sometimes to 
decide whether patriotism really had any- 
thing to do with their purposes. 

Probably the greatest Filipino yet produced 
came into prominence about this time. He 
was Jose Rizal, a wéll educated man, who 
had reflected a great deal on the evils of the 
Philippines and had written several books 
having to do with the subject. While he 
objected to the crucities of the Spaniards, 
he understood equally well the many short- 
comings of his own countrymen. 

In 1896 he was executed by the Spaniards 
on the Luneta in Manila, where a monument 
to his memory has just been erected. 

In 1896 rebellion again broke out in Cavite. 
This rebellion was lec by Emillio Aguinaldo. 


Aguinaldo Driven Out. 

The governor general, with 28,000 troops, 
took the fleld and drove Aguinaldo out of 
Cavite. He moved ncrth of Manila and con- 
tinued the revolt. Where the inhabitants did 
not of their own free will join his forces 
their towns and crops were frequently burned 
and they themselves badly abused. 

Finally, in 1897, the Spanish governor gen- 
eral made peace withi Aguinaldo by the treaty 
of Biac-na-bato. It has been difficult to ar- 
rive at the truth with respect to this treaty. 
What is known is that Aguinaldo got 8400, 000 
and went to Hongkong. It is said that the 
governor general himself pocketed a large 
sum of money, some of which had been ap- 
propriated vy Spain. After his victory Ad- 
miral Dewey permitted Aguinaldo to return 
from Hongkong and assisted him to secure 
arms to start another insurrection. Both 
before the capture of the city of Manila in 
August, 1898, and after, Aguinaldo was busy 
organizing a government and extending its 
Sway, sometimes with the consent of the 
people and at other times by force. When 
the Americans captured the city they refused 
to let Aguinaldo and his troopsenter. 


Why Aguinaldo Was Barred. 

The primary reason for this was that Agul- 
naldo had asked for a share of the loot of 
Manila. Also it was well known that the 
Filipinos intended to revenge themselves on 
the Spaniards, particularly the friars, once 
they had gotten inside the walls. 

This caused tension between the Americans 
and the Filipinos, which finally came to a 
head Feb. 4, 1899, when a Filipino officer per- 
sisted in attempting to cross the San Juan 
bridge in spite of the challenges of an Amer- 
ican sentinel. By January, 1900, this insur- 
rection had degenerated: into guerrilla war- 
fare. This persisted until Aguinaldo’s cap- 
ture in March, 1901. For some time after 
there was a period of spasmodic outbreaks, 
in which the love of disorder played the most 
prominent part. 

July 4, 1901, civil government was estab- 
lished, with William H. Taft as the first civil 
governor. In July, 1907, elections were held 


for a representative assembly, which was 


opened by Mr. Taft on Oct. 6 of the same 
year. 


DAUDET SAID HENRY JAMES 
WAS WISEST MAN HE KNEW.

LONDON, May 30.—In “ My Varied Life,” 
by F. C. lips, novelist, journalist, dram- 
atist and” theatrical manager, has some 
piquant things to say of celebrities of the 
past. Mr. Philips’ successes have included 
a burlesque called Bluebeard,“ out of which 
he made $35,000; ‘‘Les Cloches de Corneville,”’ 
the Dickensian drama Jo.“ and the play 
“As in a Looking Glass,” made famous by 
Mme. Bernhardt and Mrs. Bernard Beere. 
Mr. Philips was a good deal in France and 
knew some of the famous writers—Maupas- 
gant, Edmond de Goncourt, Daudet and 


others. In connection with the last named

Egyptian Pyramid Built 
About 3400 B. C. Gives Up 
Gold and Precious Stones. 
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FINDER TELLS HIS STORY.

on each side, and is altogether three and one- 
fourth inches wide. The back is exquisitely 
engraved in the gold. 

A second pectoral! of similar design was a 
gift in the mature years of the wearer, a sit 
has the cartouche of Amenemhat Til. This 
also is in the Cairo museum. The pectorals | 
from Dathshur have square frames, but these 
outlined by the forme of the birds are more 
graceful In design. Collars of large gold 
cowries and of double lion heads in gold, each 
over an inch wide, are similar to those found 
at Dahshur. A third collar was of beads and 
pendants of gold, lazuli, amazon stone, and 
carnelian. 


Armlets and Bracelets. 

A pair of armiets over three inches wide 
are fastened by a broad sliding strip of gold 
inlaid with the titles and name of Amenem- 
hat III. in carnelian. Each armlet has also 
six broad bars of gold to separate the rows 
of minute beads of wold, carnelian and 
amazon-stone. A pair of bracelets of the 
game kind are one and one-half inches wide, 
with plain gold sliders. 

The mirror was of silver, with a head of 
Hat-hor of cast gold and a handle of pol- 
ished obsidian inlaid with plaited gold bands 
and leaves of carnelian and blue and white 
paste. This is now in the Cairo museum. 
The toilet outfit also included three obsidian 
vases and a Kohl pot, all with gold mounting 
at top and base. Eight other vases of ala- 
baster belonged to the funerary outfit. 

The smaller objects comprised an amethyst 
necklace of very deep color with lion-claw 
pendants of gold; five motto pendants of 
gold with inlaid carnelian signs, a necklace 
of rhombic beads of blue amazon stone and 
carnelian, eight gold lions and nine knots 
from nécklaces and bracelets, seven duad- 
ruple lion heads, two inlaid scarabs, gold- 
handled razors, fragments of two caskets of 


and over 10,000 minute beads of gold, car- 
nelian and amazon stone, belonging to the 
bracelets. 

Lastly, in a very massive limestone box, 
were found the four canopic jars of ala- 
baster, with carved heads, giving the name 
of 'the king’s daughter, Sat-Hathor-ant.” 


Extraordinary Conditions Told. 

The extraordinary condiilons of this dis- 
covery seem quite inexplicable. The tomb 
had been attacked; the long and heavy work 
of shifting the massive granite lid of the 
sarcophagus, and breaking it away, had been 
achieved; yet all the gold was left within 
arm’s reach, in the recess of the passage, 
uninjured. 

The crown would have been bent in some 
part if it had been dragged out of the narrow 
opening of the sarcophagus, but it showed 
no signs of rough handling. 

The whole treasure seems to have been 
stacked in the recess at the time of the 
burial, and to have remained there, gradual- 
ly dropping apart as the wooden caskets 
decayed in course of years, with repeated 
flooding of .storm water and mud slowly 
washed in, down the pit. Had it been seen 
or suspected by those who so vigorously at- 
tacked the sarcophagus it is impossible that 
they should have left it. 

Such is the strange history of one of the } 
greatest hoards of Egyptian jewelry that 
has survived. It is now necessarily divided, 
the Egyptian government taking the larger 
objects, not ‘yet represented in the Cairo 
museum—the’ crown, the mirror, and one

Workingmen’s Insurance Act of 
England Stirs Up a Knotty 
Question for the Admiralty 
Lawyers to Wrestle Over. 
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LIVERPOOL, May 30.—An inquiry is be 
ing conducted here to determine the defini- 
tion of a gentleman as contemplated by the 
workingmen’s insurance act. 


According to the reading of the act, any 
one who earns more than $800 yearly and 
does no manual labor is a gentleman. This 
definition, simple enough on its face, has 
caused dispute in shipping circles, and the 
Liverpool Steamship Owners’ association is 
trying to solve the question by the present 
inquiry, but it is likely that whatever ths 
decision an appeal will be carried to the 
chancellor of the exchequer. 

A prominent labor union official declares 
that the definition creates undesirable class 
distinctions in the mercantile marine. Un- 
der the exieting ruling on big ships the cap- 
tain, mate, second officer, and every one ia 
the engineering room down to the sixth as- 
sistant are gentlemen under the act, but the 
line must be drawn at the seventh engineer. 

The steamship owners are claiming that 
the amount of food and lodging allotted tc 
their officers must count in determining their 
status under the act. On smaller ships the 
question is more acute, for only man- 
ual workers are receiving benefits, so 
not matter how low their stipend the 
officers, who do not work: with their hands, 
do not profit by the act. Therefore the Gil- 
bertian situation is created that if a man, 
though a manual worker, should by promo- 
tion get another man to do his manual la- 
bor, he at once becomes a gentleman.

New Finance Minister Will 
Reduce Taxation and 
Stop Borrowing. 


POLICY PROMISES PEACE.

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LONDON, May 30.—At the annual meeting 
of Japanese provincial governors Mr. Wa- 
katsukl, dnance minister of Japan, outlined 
thé financial policy of the new cabinet. He 
stated that in view of the adverse trade bal- 
ance which had existed in recent years, the 


financial policy of the government would be 
chiefly directed towards improving the situa- 
tion thus created. 

The administration would maintain as its 
main program a further reduction of taxa- 
tion, strict abstinence from borrowing, a 
modification in the present system of sinking 
fund, and a readjustment of the present ar- 
rangement of the receipts and issues of the 
exchequer. With these measures the gov- 
ernment expected that the source of national 
wealth would be fostered, and all its efforts 
would be concentrated to turn the tide of for- 
eign trade. 


Reduction of Taxation. 
In order to fulfill this program the finance 
minister has made the following proposals: 
A full inquiry: will be made into the condi- 
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tions ot the taxes and their incidence on the 
people, in order that an adequate measure of 
reduction in taxation may be effected. 

No loan elther at home or abroad will be 
isgued, not even for the purposes which have 
hitherto been allowed to have recourse to 
borrowing, such as the construction and im- 
provement of the imperial railways and the 
public works in Corea. 

As to the imperial railways and the Corean 
public works, the expenditure for this year 
will be provided partly out of the exchequer 
belance and partly out of the deposit at the 
government savings bank. As from the next 
year $10,000,000 out of the present amount 
of $25,000,000 of the sinking fund will be de- 
votted toward this expenditure, the balance 
of the expenditure being met by the surplus 
of the revenue. 


Changes in Sinking Fund. 


For the current year no change will be 
made in the sinking fund. Besides effecting 
the cancellation of a portion of the bonds now 
held by the government savings bank, $22,- 
500,000 of the bonds at least will be redeemed 
in the home and foreign mbarkets. In the 
next year the present system of the sinking 
fund will be modified. 

The fixed annual charge on the consolidat- 
ed fund for the redemption of the principal 
of the national debt will be $15.000,000 in- 
stead’ of $25,000,000. But at the same time 
any surplus of the revenue after the neces- 
sary provision being made will be trans- 
ferred to sinking fund and applied toward the 

The total amount thus to be applied in 1915 
will not be less than $20,000,000. The above 
change will not affect the amount of the nk - 
ing fund to be annually applied in the foreign 
markets, namely $5,000,000.

Capital Finds Welcome Haven 


in Town of Glaris, Far 
Up in the Alps. 


HIGH FINANCE SAFE HERE 


LONDON, May 20.—Amidst high, sky 
cleaving mountains in Switzerland, about 
one and a half hour’s railway journey from 
Zürich, is the townlet of Glaris, with 5,000 
inhabitants, all hard working farmers and 
laborers, who have to do a great deal to 
make the méager, stony soil pay them a liv- 
ing wage. 

Nobody would dream of supposing that this 
handful of people would ever attempt to 
start great industrial and financial undertak- 
ings or try to speculate on the international 
money markets. 

And still this little Glaris counts in the 
world of haute finance.” It boasts of sixty 
big limited and private companies, and reck- 
ons them as its own. There is a big emigra- 
tion bureau's seat, owned by a well known 
concern; a limited company financing elec- 
trical businesses all over the world; a 
third mighty one, owner of several textile 
factories in Russia, a fourth an Anglo-Rus- 
sian telephone company, another worth men- 
tioning a Tyrolian railway company, then, 
again, an Egyptian concern, Turkish rail- 
ways, etc. : 


Many Huge Foreign Concerns. 

If we go into the matter, we find that the 
administrative bodies of these huge busi- 
nesses are either in Frankfort, in Berlin, 
New York, Alexandria, Constantinople, or 
even in Valparaiso, but then at the end of the 
list of directors you, will notice a queer 
Franco-German name, a.Swiss, usually a so- 
licitor or notary public of Glaris, who fulfills 
the important function of the “’ domizil- 


träger.“ 

Léon Say, the well known French econo- 
mist and publicist, found out long before this 
that when a Swiss canton bronght a heavier 
income tax into life the hard pressed, wor- 
ried capitalist slowly but surely moved to 
some neighboring canton where easier condi- 
tlons prevailed, and within a comparatively 
short time one could find the national wealth 
accumulated in one place, the most lenient 
towards the rich. 

This is what has occurred at Glaris. It 
is surrounded with cantons which impose 
high rates on the wealthier classes. East of 
Switzerland there is Austria, with its extor- 
tionate figures, and the bucheineicht— 
viz, inspection of the books. To the north 
is Germany, the home of fiscal inquisition. 


Widows and Orphans Pay. 

According to the statement of a Zürich 
banker, only widows and orphans pay their 
real taxes regularly, because they cannot 
hide the real figures of their estates from 
the authorities. 

In former years Glarie knew nothing of in- 
come tax. Those numerous limited compa- 
nies lived there free of charge. Only since 
the last two years a very modest percentage 
of income tax has been fixed. Thus the 
troubled foreign capital finds here a nice 
new home. There are domizilträgers 
whose strong shoulders carry sometimes 
twelve companies, representing up to 30,000, - 
000 or 40,000,000 francs ($15,000,000 to $20,-

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OF MIND AND VOICE 


Heir to the Kaiser Not Dis- 
posed to Remain a Mere 
Figure of Ceremony. 


SETS TONGUES A-WAGGING

LONDON, May 20.—Kingship in Germany, 
as we all know, is no mere ceremonial ad- 
junct to the machinery of goverhment; it 
is a serious and living force. In the hands 
of the present German emperor the scepter 
has lost none of its significance—he is a 
man, not a ceremony, and his personality 
is felt for good or ill in every department of 
the state. 

And the German people have for some 
years, and with very mixed feelings, been 
growing aware that the crown prince, who 
might without weakness or loss of prestige 
have been content to remain for the present 
a ceremonal figure, is nothing of the kind 
he is a personality and has deliberately made 
that personality felt in great affairs and in 
small. 

Hence endless tongue ‘wagging and head- 
shakings, much jubilation in some quarters, 
alarm in others, excitement and conjecture 
everywhere. And hence Dr. Paul Liman's 


new book, Der Kronprinz, which we are 
here discussing. 


“A Big Lie,” Says Dr. Liman. 
But let Dr. Liman—who, we may say at 
once, steps forward aga whole hearted cham- 


‘pion of the prince—describe the current opin- 


ions which have brought him and his book 
into the lists: 

It is a convenience for the intellect to set 
up patterns and to think in patterns, and in- 
tellectual convenience never surrenders a 
prejudice. It has made for itself a picture 
[of the crown prince] as a malcontent, a 
frondeur who watches with clenched fists the 
policy of the government and waits hot eyed 
for the hour when he shall grasp the scepter 
and drive out of the temple those whom he 
regards as publicans and money changers. 
An Anti-Semitic, Pan-German, reactionary 
frondeur, who hallos on the dogs of war and 
dreams of nothing but reeking battlefields, 
a mediocre intellect open to any influence 
from his crafty associates; one who yields 
willingly to every pretension of the Junker- 
dom, who learns nothing from history be- 
cause he knows nothing of it, who fills his 
leisure hours with vapid distractions—such 
is the pattern which in this case the democ- 
racy has delighted to draw for itself. And 
this drawing is a big lie in every single 
stroke.“ 


Character Strong and Distinct. 

Well, we at least do not need to have that 
proved to us. The prince’s little book of 
travel and sport reveals a strong and distinct 
character, but it is one very unlike the genjal 
sketch above quoted. The prince, it is true, 
has no more idea than his father has of al- 
lowing monarchical to be superseded by par- 
liamentary government in Germany.

THE RAILROADS. 
It & time to give serious thought to de 


termine where the railroads are drifting. 

The history of the railroads is short and 
alnost all known. 

The future is wrapped in doubt, and no- 
body seems to care what it is. 

The railroads have been the chief factor 
in the development of civilization and gov- 
ernment of thie country. They will remain 
the chief factor in this country for many 
years to come. 

When the railroads were fret etarted, 
and when steam motive power became ef- 
cient, the demand for them was greater 
than the demand for anything else in the 
history of the world, 

Lands worth nothing in their existing 
state became worth millions of dollars 
by the mere construction of a railroad track 
into their neighborhood. 

Every conceivable scheme to get rail- 
roads was tried. States built them and 
cities built them. States and counties bond- 
ed themselves to provide money for con- 
struction. Private capital was implored to 
| vest, and subsidies in cash and land were 
| freely given by all political divisions from 
the nation downward. 

Private ownership soon outstripped public 
ownership for various reasons. Public | 
ownership suffered from indifference and 
inelasticity of management. 

Private ownership thrived on efficiency 
and enterprise. Private ownership also in- 
trigued and corrupted to eupplant public 
ownership. 

„Private ownership looked upon the rail- 

road business as purely prfvate business. 
Destructive competition existed between 
railroads and railroad financiers. 
At other times competing lines combined 
to fix prices. And these prices were fixed 
at what the traffic would bear, without con- 
sideration of the rights of others. 

Some railroads were managed honestly 
and some were managed dishonestly. Some 
were deliberately wrecked that the man- 
agers might defraud the stockholders. 

In the rough railroad world the aggressive 
men came to the front, and these men 
tyrannized over their employés until they 
welded the latter into the close knit unions 
of today. 

The early railroads competed with horse 
drawn wagons or with river and canal boats. 
The advantage was all on their side. They 
easily ran their rivals down. 

There was no great incentive to efficiency 
of management unless two railroads were 
competing throughout the same territory, 
and even then the natural conditions were 
apt to outweigh the management of men. 

Enormous and unregulated power bred 
arrogance in railroad operators. The arro- 
gance was not uniform, but the public took 
the most arrogant as representing the whole, 
and the railroads came to be looked upon as 
chronic offenders against the public. 

Attack upon the political power of the 
rallroads was begun during the present gen- 
eration. Its early failure heightened ani- 
masity towards the transportation compa- 
nies. Public opinion became more and more 
fixed, and resulted in the enactment of many 
railroad laws. 

Some of these laws act directly upon the 
railroads. Others empower commissions to 
fix rates and formulate regulations. 

Employés of the railroads have banded 
themselves into unions and pressed growing 
demands for larger pay and easier working 
conditions. 

Shippers have combined into associations 
for lower rates and greater privileges. 

The rafiroad mouthpieces protest noisily 
at the attacks upon the railroads, but offer 

apologies for the continued robbing of 
the railroads by their managements. 

The various regulating and lawmaking 
bedies have not progressed in recent years. 


They have stopped a few overhigh rates; 
| they have enforced a number of regulations, 


gome reasonable and some unreasonable. 

They have shown utter weakness in fail- 
ing to raise unreasonably low rates, whether 
these low rates have been given through 
mistake or influence. 

They have done nothing for and have 
shown no interest in the ordinary investor, 
who is now by all means the greatest suf- 
terer. The ordinary investor has shown | 
an utter inability to protect himself. 

The present outlook is that the shippers, 
the employés, and the managements will 
consume the railroad properties, not only | 


leaving the stockholders and the bondhold- | | 


ers impoverished but leaving the nation 


| without its greatest necessity—railroad 


transportation. 

Unless there is a radical change in che 
trend of events the country will have te 
choose between government owned rail- 
romtis and no railroads. : 

The investor, the “pillar of conserva- 
tism,” will be converted to this plan as the 
only one to save What is left of his invest- 
ment. 

The promeéting element will favor it be- 
canse of the great opportunities for loot in 
the process of turning ‘the railroads over to 
the government. 

‘The employés will probably favor it from 
the expected larger remuneration and easier | 
work of government employ, although it 
may turn out that the strong hand of the 
government will prove more exacting thea 
the now — hand of the 9 
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tinctly in mind. 

None of these classes is now working for 
None of them is 
working in the interests of the railroads as 
common carriers. 

Investors and managers, employts and 
shippers have still time to act before it is 
too late. If they do not act soon, and act 
reasonably, the time will come when they 
can no longer act at all, and their inter- 
ests will be taken over by a new form of 
control in which they will have much less 
influence than they have today. 


A CAREER OR A HUSBAND. 

The severest critic of woman is woman. 
Men have frequently raised the question of 
eelibacy among both sexes, and invariably 
they have laid the blame on man. Now this 
question is raised by a woman writer in 
England, and this writer places the responsi- 
bility for seo many “superfluous women” 
directly at the door of her own sisters. 

Men do not marry, says this woman 
writer, because the girl of today has become 
* luxury which a man can afford only 
when he has thoroughly established him- 
self.” It is the girl, she says, that makes 
marriage economically impossible for the 
young man. She despises menial duties. 
She hag tasted “ economic independence ” 
and it has turned her head. She thinks do- 
mestic work beneath her. She cannot be 
expected even in an emergency “ to cook a 
dinner or open her own front door.” We 
are breeding, she continues, typists, teach- 
ers, women executives when what we want 
are mothers, wives, and cooks. 

There ig another reason why so many of 
our business girls stay single. It lies in their 
success. This very success often kills their 
chances of marriage. A girl is born and 
raised in a certain circle. The men in that 
eirele, including her father, earn from $18 to 
$25 a week. The girl becomes a stenogra- 
pher. She is enthusiastic about her work. 
It is a new experience to her. She makes 
good. At the age of 22 or 24 she finds her- 
self in possession of a $25 a week salary. 
The young men of her acquaintance, me- 
chanics, shipping clerks, factory workera, 
are making only as much as she, and some- 
times less. It is awkward for a girl to 
marry a man who earns less than she does. 
She must therefore get out of hercircle. But 
this getting out of one’s circle at the rather 
late age of 23 or 24 is no easy matter. For 
one girl who succeeds in raising herself to a 
higher social level—higher from the stand- 
point of salary—and marrying a man of that 
sphere many fail. That means that they 

remain wedded to their job. But marriage 
to the job nearly always ends in a divorce in 
@ dozen years and sometimes sooner. 

Perhaps the British writer is too severe 
with her own sex. Yet she has posed a 
problem that society will have to take notice 
of more and more as time goes on.

In order that a health law shall be valid, 
it is necessary that three requirements shall 
be met: The condition to be cured must be 
of health importance, the remedy offered 
must be reasonably adequate, and the appli- 
cation of the remedy must not infringe too 
greatly on private rights. 

The malaria situation is one worth while. 
The cost in lives, health, efficiency, money, 
and property values makes it a worth while 
situation. The remedy offered has been 
tried out elsewhere and has been found to 
work. From the scientific standpoint it is 
sound. The application of the remedy does 
not unreasonably interfere with the rights 
of individuals.

THE SITUATION IS WORTH WHILE. 

Malaria is costly. The article in the elev- 
enth edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica 
on malaria says: 

“There is not only the heavy toll in life 
and health exacted, but the virtual closing 
of enormous tracts of productive country. 
The mastery of this disease would be equiva- 
lent to the addition of vast and valuable 
areas to the empire. The problem, there- 
fore, is eminently one for the statesman and 
administrator.“ 

— 

The harm done by malaria falls under 
these heads: Deaths caused, sickness en- 
tailed, inefficiency produced, decreased earn- 
ing power of labor (both for employer and 
employé), and decreased value of property. 
In the case of malaria no one of these three 
can be accurately measured. Some facts 
can be measured, and, using these as a basis, 
some estimate can be made of the total loss. 


~~so 

DEATHS CAUSED.—In the registra- 
tion area in the United States the death rate 
from malaria in 1900 was 2.3 per 100,000. 
Unfortunately the registration area covers 
only about 60 per cent of the population, and 
the area covered embraces but a small part 
of the more malarial sections of the country. 

The registration states are with few ex- 
ceptions the least malarial states. In the 
nonregistration states there are a fair num- 
ber of registration cities, but malaria is es- 
sentially a disease of the country rather 
than the city. 

On the basis of 2.3 per 100,000 we get 
1,168 as the number of deaths from malaria 
in the United States in 1909. Howard of 
the bureau of entomology says that the an- 
nual number of deaths from the disease ig 
12,000. 

— 

The mortality statistics from malaria are 
most unreliable. Perhaps half the deaths 
recorded as from malaria are due to tuber- 
culosis, typhoid, and other fever producing 
diseases. 

The records of the Chicago health depart- 
ment show an average of eight deaths a 
year from malaria for several years past. 
It is probable that none of these was due to 
malaria. 

On the other hand a great many deaths 
recorded as due to other causes are due to 
malaria.

All in all, Howard’s estimate is probably 
nearer right than any conclusion based on 
our meager and incorrect vital statistics. 

If a life is worth $5,000, the legal value 
in some states, the cost from this source is 
$60,000,000 a year.

It is unusual that a disease which kills 
only 12,000 a year should cost $180,000,000. 
It is the high rate of economic loss as com- 
pared to loss of life that makes consumption 


so important; yet we find that with malaria | 


the disproportion is far greater.

It is worth while fighting against malaria 
because the outlook is good. Statistics prove 
that malaria can be controlled. History 
proves that malarial countries can be made 
non-malarial. The life history of the ma- 
larial parasite also proves it. 

The national conservation commission a 
few years ago reported to President Roose- 
velt that 80 per cent of malaria could be 
prevented. Many opinions held in high 
esteem coincide approximately with the 
opinion of this commission. 

Celli reported to the International Con- 
gress on Hygiene that malaria deaths in 
Italy had fallen from 15,000 to 3,500 yearly. 
In the Campagna the inefficiency rate from 
malaria had dropped from 70 per cent of the 
population to 4 per cent. 

In Ismailla, malaria measures gave the 
following results: Admissions to hospital 
for malaria: 1900, 2,250; 1901, 1,990; 1902, 
1,548; 1903, 214; 1904, 90; 1905, 37.

Chicago in 1854 had a malaria death rate 
of 106 per 100,000 living.

The rates om 
Brookdale are as follows: Single trip, 
16 cents; round trip, 20 cents; ten rides, 
$1.00; twenty-five rides, $2.50. The point 
is this: I always use ten or twenty-five 
ride tickets and occasionally a round trip 
so that it costs me 10 cents a ride. I 
never use single rides. The collector on 
the train charged me 16 cents for the trip. 
I asked for a return ticket at the 20 cent 
rate, but he said: “Nothing doing.” I 
told him there was no agent on duty and 
that I couldn't get a ten trip ticket aa I 
intended to. He said: Well, that’s 
your lookout. Get your tickets the night 
before if you are going down on this 
train?” I claim that trainmen should sell 
return tickets when station agents are not 
on duty or sell single trips a half of 
return rate.

INSTITUT MEDICO-LEGAL 
IS BEING BUILT IN PARIS.

HOT WATER AS SUBSTITUTE 
FOR HOTHOUSE FORCING: 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
PARIS, May 30.—Hot water as a substitute 
for hothouses in forcing early fruit is the 
latest discovery announced by the Royal 
National Horticultural society of France. 

Results have been published of the experi- 
ments of M. Bultel, a prominent horticultur- 
ist. He treated 100 strawberry plants for 
six hours a day with hot water during two 
months and they yielded 722 strawberries, 
while a similar number of plants kept in a 
hothouse yielded only 477 strawberries. 

This new method of forcing can be applfed 
to other kinds of fruit. It is very much 
cheaper and gives a greater yield than hot- 
house forcing.

ONE MAN IN AUTHORITY.

Every American visiting Great Britain 
should make a point at least once in a life- 
time to arrive in London by water instead 
of by rail. There are thousands upon thou- 
sends of citizens of the United States who 
cross the Atlantic year after year and who, 
disembarking at Liverpool, at Southampton, 
or at Plymouth, have no conception of the 
port of London—without exception the great- 
est port in the world. 

Administration and control of the port of 
London has, within the last few years, been 


Huge sums of money now are being spent 


in improving its facilities and in extending 
ite area. 


The total dock area of many thousands 
of acres stretches along the river for some 
thirty miles or more, below London bridge, 
| and there are thirty to forty miles of quays 
and an additional fourteen miles of wharves 
and jetties. 


Foreign Trade Is Vast, 

In the course of a year more than 39,000,000 
tons of shipping use these quays and 
wharves, the foreign trade alone of the port 
of London, without its huge coastwise trade, 
in which it far surpasses any other British 
port, being in the neighborhood of $2,000,- 
000,000, or, roughly speaking, about a quar- 
ter of the total annual exports and imports 
of the United Kingdom. 

One of the most remarkable sights of Lon- 
don, one with which French, Germans, a d 
other visitors from continental Europe are 
familiar, and yet which few Americans ever 
see, is the immense aggregation of ware- 
houses, bordering on the docks; warehouses 
in which the great merchants of London pre- 
serve their imports in bond until they ex- 
port them again to other countries. 

King George and Queen Mary last month 
spent almost an entire day in going over 
these colossal warehouses, some of which 
are devoted exclusively to ivory, others 
wholly to Japanese and Chinese porcelains, 
others again to furs, yet others to tea, to 
coffee, to spices, to tobacco, and to carpets 
from the orient. 


Business of Mighty Volume. 

The weight of tea alone that passes through 
these warehouses in a year represents 370,- 
000,000 days’ work. One hundred million 
dollars’ worth of wool shorn from the backs 
of 90,000,000 sheep goes in and out of these 
bonded warehouses within the space of 
twelve months, while Australia, New Zea- 
land, and South America send nearly 200,- 
000,000 tons of beef to the port of London 
annually. 

And as if these bonded warehouses above 
ground were not enough, there is below the 
surface of the soil an immense labyrinth 
of vaults, some of them dating back to the 
reign of the Stuart kings, scores of miles in 
length, and where wines and spirits are held 
in bond. Quantities of hogsheads have lain 
there since the Napoleonic wars at the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, and since 
the era of the battle of Waterloo, while 
there are some immense barrels that go back 
to the time of good Queen Anne. 

The original owners of these pipes of wine 
have long since passed into oblivion. But 
the hogsheads are still held there, awaiting 
the claims of any possible heirs that may 
turn up. Fortunately an allowance is made 
for shrinkage and evaporation, and thanks 
to this the guardians of these vaults are able 
to treat distinguished visitors to small 
glasses of unrivaled wines from the wood.“ 


Authority of Port Concentrated. 

Until five years ago the control of all these 
various docks and wharves, as well at of the 
river itself, was divided among scores of 
different bodies and corporations. There 
was the Thames conservancy, there was the 
city of London, there was Trinity house, the 
London county council, the board of trade, 
the admiralty, the company of the guild of 
aldermen, and the companies owning all 
the various docks and bonded warehouses. 

All of them worked independently of one 
another, and in many cases in rivalry, with 
the result that the river was not kept suf- 
ficiently dredged, was badly managed, and 
that the re-export trade commenced to show 
a serious and alarming decline. Early in the 
present century a royal commission, com-

OUNG Lord Lisburne, whose engage- 
ment to Mile. Bittencourt, daughter 
of the secretary of the Chilean lega- 
tion in London and niece of the for- 
mer president of the Chilean republic, 

has just been announced in London, is one 
of those peers all of whose hereditary honors 
are Irish, but whose estates are situated 
outside of Erin. 

While hie earldom and viscounty of Lis- 
burne, his baronies of Vaughan and of Feth- 
ard are all Irish, his 60,000 acres of landed 
property are located in England, and more 
especially in Wales, and, although he does 
not own a single rod of land in the Emerald 
isle or possess any interests there, yet as an 
Irish peer he is entitled to take pert in the 
election of the twenty-eight peers who repre- 
sent the Irish peerage in the house of lords 
at Westminster. 

His patronymic is Vaughan and he is chief 
of a family that stands in the frst rank of 
the ancient Cymric houses, a family which is 
well nigh unique in the undisturbed poeses- 
sion of its original country seat and estate 
for considerably over a thousand years.

The manor and estate of Trawecood, which 
the Anglo-Saxons corrupted into Grosswood, 
in Cardiganshire, was already owned by the 
Vaughans in the time of the Norman con- 
quest, and it has never been alienated nor 
has even ceased to be occupied by Lord Lis- 
burne’s ancestors. 

The founder of the family is Colwyn Ap 
Tangno, chieftain of the Five Noble Tribes of 
North Wales. To come down to more recent 
times, Sir John Vaughan was lord chief jus“ 
tice of England in the reign of Charles II., 
and his tomb is familiar to American visit- 
ors to the Temple church in London. His son 
was lord of the admiralty and his grandson 
was raised to the peerage of Ireland as 
Viscount Lisburne. 

Until the impending marriage of the pres- 
ent earl is productive of male issue the next 
heir to Lord Lisburne’s honors is his distant 
cousin, Wilmot Charles Vaughan, late of the 
Twentieth hussars and great-grandson of the 
third earl. The captain is related, through his 
grandmother, fo the O’Sheae, who for more 
than a century played an important role in 
the banking world of Madrid, where the chief 
of the family obtained through marriage the 
Spanish dukedom of San Lucar, while an- 
other member of the family was that Capt. 
O'Shea who is so unpleasantly remembered 
in connection with the wrecking of the career 
of the Irish nationalist leader Charles Stew- 
art Parnell.

STABILIZING OF VALUES 
GREAT REAL ESTATE NEED. 


Haphazard Manner of Development in 
Big American Cities Condemned by 
Eastern Writer. : 


The following by a writer in the New York 
Times applies to all large cities in the coun- 
try: 

New York sadly needs to stabilize its 
property values. It is neither just nor wise 
for this great city to continue in its present 
haphazard manner of development. 

‘* European cities long ago learned the dan- 
gers of such lack of system; they have paid 
for it with the expenditure of millions de- 
voted to correction of their old mistakes. 
London, with its $100,000,000 recently spent 
on the Embankment and the Kingsway and 
Northumberland, improvements, and Paris, 
with its half billion spent on cutting through 
new avenues in old districts ought to be 
grave warnings to us. 

We have paid high prices for some of 
our own past errors, are settling scores for 
others of them now, and, in the future, must 
pay for more of them. The time has come 
when we should be wise enough out of our 
experience and that of others to make plans 
which in the future will avoid such errors, 

There can be conceived no detail of ex- 
istence in which the superiority of foresight 
over hindsight has been more frequently 
and emphatically illustrated than in this 
matter of city planning.” 


CITY PLANS NEW HEIGHT LAW. 


Minneapolis Has Ordinance Drafted to 
Prevent Evils of Big 
Skyscrapers. 


Height of Minneapolis skyscrapers will be 
restricted to a certain number of feet or 
stories in an ordinance now being drafted by 
City Building Inspector J. G. Houghton at 
the request of Ald. Josiah Chase, says the 
Construction News. Ordinances restricting 
the height of business buildings in all large 
cities are being studied and two plans of 
regulation are being considered. The first 
is simply to Umit the height to a certain 
number of feet or stories. 

This is not favored at this time, as Mr. 
Houghton believes structures on narrow 
streets should not be allowed to go as high 
as those on wider thoroughfares. The other 
plan is similar to that contained in the 
building regulations of Washington, D. C., 
where the width of the streets is taken into 
consideration in fixing the height of the 
buildings. On the ordinary business streets 
the limit is fixed at 110 feet, while on streets 
160 feet wide, a height of 130 feet is allowed. 
Spires, domes, and towers are allowed to go 
higher upon approval of the district com- 
missioners. 

The plan suggested for Minneapolis is to 
regulate the height by allowing buildings to 
go no higher in feet than twice the width of 
the street. This may be reduced to one and

Final hog prices were at a net loss of 35@ 
45c from last week's closing figure, and the 
average for this week was the lowest of the 
year, being posted at $8.20, against a weekly 
average of $8.50 last week. Lack of eastern 
buying and hot weather caused the decline 
in values here this week. The indifferent 
eastern demand was reflected in statistics 
covering the movement for the week, which 
showed scarcely any increase in shipments 
for six days, while there was an increase of 
24,000 in arrivals for the same period.

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Fear Wet Map and Rust. 


Several of the most experienced crop observers 
sent out by the Ch'cago trade are now in the far 
southwest to watch two things—excessive wet 
weather for early harvests in Texas and Okla- 


conditions. Either actual damage from rains or 
delay in the cùtting and moving of the new wheat 
will be a strong feature for buyers. Meanwhile 
there are complaints of Hessian fly and dry 
weather damage over fine soft wheat sections east 
of the Mississippi river in Illinois, Indiana, and 
the less prominent wheat flelds of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Back of all the punishment which can 


come to the crop is the fact that about 100,000,000 
bu reduction from the official figures of the May 
report wiil leave the country with a bumper winter 
wheat harvest.

This is the fourth of a series of articles on 
“Great Wars with Modern Weapons.” The 
neat article will deal with the causes, bravery, 
strategy, misery, and results of the recent 
Balkan war. 


HE war between Russia and Japan em- 
phasized the value of the old and tried 
rules of strategy, and of those three 
indispensables of all success—fore- 

sight, courage, and perseverance. To these 
qualities and to their wariness in delibera- 
tion, coupled with their thoroughly organ- 
ized action at due time, the Japanese largely 
owe the complete and sweeping victory they 
won. A belittled and underestimated force 
at the outset, bitterly despised by its gigantic 
enemy, Japan stands today one of the great 
powers of the world. 


There was much to be gained of advantage 
to military science as the result of this ti- 
tanic conflict. Some of the lessons learned 
were: 

That battleships and heavily armored 
cruisers alone will win command of the 
sea, and that without command of the 
sea a greater power is at the mercy of 
an inferior one. 

That torpedo boats were craft of im- 
mense possibilities, capable of even 
greater development; but that their pow- 
ers of offense against a battleship 


moats, pitfalls, and barbed wire entan- 
glements and protected by modern ma- 
chine guns, could be carried by direct 
assault of an enemy fearless of death. 

That the use of the searchlight on the 
battlefield had opened new possibilities in 
warfare, enabling armies and forts to 
guard against night attacks, thus elimi- 
nating the element of surprise. 

That the use of the telephone in bat- 
tle was even of greater value than the 
telegraph, enabling the commander in 
chief to give verbal orders to division 
commanders, and facilitating the work 
of the artillery.

W ar Long Expected. 

The war was one of those conflicts which 
had been regarded as inevitable for a long 
time. Japan, deprived by the action of the 
European powers of her victory over China, 
saw Manchuria gradually becoming a Rus- 
sian province and her own influence being 
weakened. Her patience began to give way 
when later Port Arthur was acquired by 
Russia. Then Russia acquired the construc- 
tion of the Chinese Eastern railway. Pro- 
tests were made and Russia agreed to the re- 
establishment of Chinese authority in Man- 
churia, and to withdraw her troops from the 
southwestern portion of Mukden and restore 
the railways to the Chinese. Russia also 
agreed, within the succeeding six months, to 
withdraw fsem the rest of Mukden and Kirin 
and finally to withdraw from the remaining 
province of Heh-langkiang in another six 


struck a series of blows at the Russian squad- 
ron at Port Arthur which caused it to reel 
back into the harbor, having lost two battle- 
ships, the Tsarevitch and the Retvisan, and 
one cruiser, the Pallada. This was a tor- 
pedo attack. The next morning Togo renewed 
his attack and the battleship Poltava aad 
three cruisers, the Novik, Askold, and Diana, 
were injured. In the meantime the Japanese 
cruisers had no difficulty in beating off the 
attack of the Korietz and of the Variag which 
had come to its assistance. They were both 
sunk.

Japanese Hammer Port Arthur. 

Thus in this dramatic fashion the war 
opened. Japan poured her troops into Corea 
and Russia awoke to the bigness of the task 
which lay before her. In the midst of a 
blinding snowstorm on Feb. 14, another tor- 
pedo attack was made on Port Arthur, with 
the result that the cruiser Boyarin was tor- 
pedoed. Alexieff, who had been commander 
in chief in Manchuria, was replaced by Kuro- 
patkin, and Starck, who had lost the best 
part of his fleet on the terrible night of 
Feb. 8, by Makaroff. 

At the gates of Port Arthur the Japanese 
continued to hammer. Two unsuccessful at- 
tempts were made to seal up the port. Then 
by a piece of clever strategy the Russian fleet, 
or what remained of it, was decoyed out of 
Port Arthur and then driven back over a 
field thickly sown with mines. The Russian 
flagship, the Petropavlovsk, struck one of 
these mines and sank. Among the drowned 


Liautung peninsula, was the objective of the 
second Japanese army, and a landing was 
made at the place on May 4. Four days later 
the railway was cut at Pulantien, and a Cos- 
sack raid, made round the right of Kuroki’s 
army, was beaten back. 

* 

Kuropatkin Takes Command. 

The Japanese sustained their first reverse 
when one of their finest battleships, the Hat- 
suse, was sunk by a mine off Port Arthur. 
This did not cause them to lose their grip 
on the fortress. With the second Japanese 
army Oku moved on to Kinchau, while a third 
army landed at Takushan. Oku opened his 
attack on Kinchau on May 27. Nanshan was 
stormed and the Russians were driven back 
by the loss of seventy-eight guns. A corps 
under Stackelberg, which had been sent by 
Kuropatkin to go to the relief of Port Arthur, 
was met at Telissu and driven back to 
Kaiping with the loss of 7,000 men and six- 
teen guns. 

At this point Kuropatkin took command in 
person and after a series of engagements Oku 
drove the Russians from their intrenched 
positions on to Tashihchiao. Soon after the 
Japanese general occupied Newchwang. 
Meanwhile attacks by land and sea were 
being made on Port Arthur itself and the in- 
vestment was daily growing closer. On July 
31 the investment of the fortress was begun. 
On Aug. 10 the remains of the fleet in the 
harbor made a sortie and were. dispersed by 
Togo. An action off Tsushima between Ka- 
minura and the Vladivostok fleet resulted in 


to peremptory orders from St. Petersburg as- 
sumed the offensive on Oct. 9. Then fol- 
lowed the slaughter on the banks of the 
Shano which lasted for five days and resulted 
in Kuropatkin being driven back over the 
Shano in headlong rout.

Only a Handful, and All Wounded. 

Many picturesque incidents of the battle 
of the Shano have been told, but none seems 
to equal in pathos the following episode: 
When the battle was at its height a wounded 
Russian officer and a handful of wounded 
men reported themselves to the general in 
command. He stormed at them, asking how 
they dared leave their regiment at such a 
time. Where is your regiment?” he asked. 
Here, sir,” answered the officer, pointing to 
the little band, which was all that was left. 

This battle put a stop to any further at- 
tempts at relieving Port Arthur from the 
north and the siege was pressed on relent- 
lessly. The investing army drew its iron 
grip more tightly. Fort after fort was taken 
by storm, often with great loss of life, until 
in the last days of 1904 Ehrlungshan and 
Sungsbooshan were captured. On the first 
day of 1905 Stoessel acknowledged himself 
beaten and Nogi received the surrender of 
the port with enormous stores and 40,000 
prisoners of war, together with the shattered 
remains of Russia’s eastern fleet. 

There was a lull in the fighting for nearly 
a month, during which Nogi was able to send 
reinforcements to the Japanese army in front 
of Mukden. Fighting began again with an 


sky’s Baltic fleet. At length the ships were 
assembled and on Oct. 20 started for the east. 
On the night of the 21st they were passing 
down the North sea when they sailed into 
the midst of some trawlers of the Hull fishing 
fleet. For some reason the Russians took 
these for Japanese torpedo destroyers and 
opened fire. One trawler was sunk, others 
were injured, two men were killed, and others 
were wounded. On the urgent represeata- 
tions of the British government a -commis- 
sion of inquiry was subsequently held in Paris 
and the Russian government had to pay a 
handsome indemnity. Meantime the fleet 
went on its way slowly, lingering at Mada- 
gascar a long time. 

At length Rojestvensky’s fleet sailed and 
after another delay off the coast of Annam 
it entered the straits between Corea and 
Japan and was promptly attacked by the 
ever watchful Togo off the island of Tsu- 
shima. In the first attack on May 27 four 
of the Russian ships were sunk, while others 
were damaged. Next day the fight was con- 
tinued and four Russian ships surrendered 
and one cruiser escaped. The total result was 
six battleships, one coast defense ship, five 
cruisers, two special service ships and three 
destroyers were sunk; two battleships, two 
coast defense ships, and one destroyer cap- 
tured. Eight thousand prisoners were taken, 
including Rojestvensky himself. 

The last stage of the war was reached 
when a Japanese fleet made a descent on 
the island of Sakhalin. After some desultory 
fighting the governor and his garrison of 
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equadron had been greatly overesti- 
mated. 

That “team work” in armies, as ex- 
emplified in the Japanese movements, 
‘was a matter of primary importance; this 
‘was proven by the perfect codperation be- 
tween the three Japanese armies operat- 
img scores of miles apart. 

That even the most massive forts built 
by modern engineering skill were helpless 
against mining, sapping, and engineering 
skill and the use of dynamite. 

That even redoubts, surrounded by 


months. In October, 1903, the Russians 
withdrew from the southwest of Mukdea as 
promised, but ignored other promises of with- 
drawal. In the same month of October Rus- 
sia reoccupied Mukden. Protests were again 
made, notes were exchanged between the two 
countries, and so matters went on until Feb. 
6, 1904. Then Japan broke off negotiations. 

The first shot of the struggle was fired at 
Chemulpo, the port of Seoul, in Corea. A 
Japanese squadron convoying transports was 
fired on by the Russian gunboat, Korietz, Feb. 
8, 1904. At midnight on the same day Togo 


was Admiral Makaroff. 

The Japanese army in the meantime was 
streaming across the Yellow sea in transports 
to gather on the banks of the Yalu under 
Kuroki for the invasion of Manchuria. The 
crossing was made near Wiju toward the end 
of April and all Europe was surprised to hear 
that an army of yellow men had made a 
frontal attack upon a strongly intrenehed 
European force and had sent it flying, cap- 
turing twenty-eight guns. Port Arthur was 
blocked for battleships and cruisers two days 
afterwards. Pitsewo, on the north of the 
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the loss of the Russian cruiser Rurik. On 
Aug, 19 a general attack on Port Arthur 
by land and sea was begun which failed to 
effect its capture, although the lines of in- 
vestment were drawn nearer. 

On Aug. 25 the series of operations began 
which led up to the battles of Liaoyang. 
After frightful carnage in a ten days’ battle 
Kuropatkin was beaten back and Oku occu- 
pied Liaoyang on Sept. 4. The Russian gen- 
eral, however, managed to extricate his beaten 
army and to retreat to Mukden. Here he 
rallied his beaten regiments, and in response 
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attack on the Japanese left wing at Heikontai 
on the Hunho, and on Feb. 23 began the last 
of the great land battles of the war, which 
lasted nearly a fortnight. The line of battle 
extended for scores of miles and the numbers 
engaged made it one of the most gigantic 
combats in history. In the end the Russians 
suffered a complete defeat and their beaten 
legions were driven out of Mukden with 
frightful losses of men and material. Soon 
after Kuropatkin resigned his command and 
was succeeded by Linievitch. 

The last hope of Russia lay in Rojestven- 


3.200 men surrendered to the Japanese. 

In the terms of peace Russia recognized 
the preponderating interests of Japan in 
Corea from politicak military, and economic 
points of view. Stipulation was made for the 
simultaneous evacuation of Manchuria by 
Russian and Japanese troops. The rights ac 
quired by Russia in accordance with the lease 
over Port Arthur and Dalny and the adjacent 
territories and waters passed in their entire 
ty to Japan, and the Manchurian railway 
was divided between Russia and Japan at 
the station of Kuangchantse.

crease of luxury, with a saving of 
money. The potato is undoubtedly the 
| most used and the most abused of all vegeta- 
bles, and perhaps of all foods, although the 
waste of meat, which is just as great, seems 
greater because of the first cost. 

The potato, though the easiest ef all 


| vegetables to digest, is made indigestible; 


though requiring but the lightest and sim- 
plest accompaniments, it ie often given the 
heaviest. If the potato’s own most delicate 
fla vor 1 preserved, when it is at its best 
and cooked at its best, a little salt may be 
all it needs for seasoning, with a bit of milk 
it too dry. 7 

This is the time of year 0 the potato 
‘has the best flavor. The new potato may be 
so sweet when rightly cooked as to be a deli- 
cate morsel cold, even without butter, but 
with the latter may take the place of bread 
in a lunch box.

flavor, and therefore is so sweet that to 
obscure its flavor with seasonings is loss. 

Farmers bulletin 295, on the potato, should 
be in the hands of every housewife. From 
it she will learn how to choose potatoes, how 


much is lost when they are soaked in cold | 


water, how much may be lost or preserved 
in the cooking, ete. 
Ot flavor the bulletin says: ‘Age is by 
far the most important point in determining 
flavor. The early varieties usually contain 
a large proportion of mineral matters, acids, 
and protein, and therefore have a richer | 
fla vor.“ These are what may be washed out | 
in the cooking. 

No more elegant garnishing material is 
to be had in the hands of the expert than the 


potato. As a fancy crust for meat pies it is 


infinitely more wholesome than pastry, and 
flutings and flowérs and borders can be put 
on it in one-tenth the time if one can use the 
pastry bag. 

The word Parmentier is synonymous in 
cosmopolitan cookery with potato, and is 
often a part of the name of the most elegant 
viands. Parmentier soup is nothing but a 
potato soup, and is set before kings and 
princes. 


Boiled Potato. 
There is great loss of food ma terial if pota- 


toes are put to-boil in cold water; boiling 


‘Tightly salted water should be used. Theloss 
is greatest in any case if they are peeled first, 
and. when this is done only the thinnest peel 
‘should be taken off, for the potato is watery 
at the center, and its food content is more 
and more concentrated on the outside from 
that point. Ten per cent is commonly wast- 
ed in the paring, and this waste may go much 
higher. Raw potatoes contain 78 per cent of 
water, in which are some of its food constit- 
vents in solution, and no more of this should 


] be lost in the cooking than is absolutely nec- 


. essary. 

e boiled potato should be thoroughly 
dr before it. is sieved or riced or mashed. 
‘This was best done in the old fashioned iron 
kettles, after the water was drained off, 
but may be done in a thick bottomed iron fry- 
ing pan better than in our thin bottomed 
kettles of today. 

As boiling is the preliminary for a large 
number of potato preparations, much de- 
pends upon its being done weil. If put through 
a rioer after being well dried and served hot, 
with salt only, or with a little milk, it may 
be difficult to tell the difference between the 
and baked potato. This is the lightest way 
of preparing potato and the lighter the less 
seasoning is required and the more digesti- 
ble it is, A similar effect may be secured by 
rubbing the potato through a frying basket, 
but this is more trouble. 

It is pretty well agreed that mashed potato 
seasoned with butter is the least digestible 
of the modem of preparing boiled potatoes, 
but the potato may be put through a sieve 
and be made smooth and handsome without 
seasoning. A little milk or cream may be 
added, if it is to be molded or 9 in 
any way, but salted lightly and spread out 
thin without these it may be cut in all sorts 
of shapes. These shapes may be put in a 
buttered pan, brushed over with egg, put into 
a hot oven for seven or eight minutes, and 
used for all sorts of pretty garnishings. 


Baked Potato. 
A fine potato, well baked, is one of the pres- 
ent day favorites in many of the most ex- 
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pensive places to eat. There are a great 
number of best ways of baking potatoes, 
but they all have one feature, some of the wa- 
ter of the potato has a chance to evaporate. 
It eannot do this if the skin isa burned or 
baked hard. If some of the water cannot 
evaporate the flesh becomes dark and 
heavy. 

Large potatoes are baked in paper, which 
holds the moisture escaping and so keeping 
the skin soft, but even soa slit or two may be 
made in the skin to facilitate evaporation, 
or a spoonful of water put in with the potato. 
Another way is to prick the potato half a 
dozen times with a two pronged fork before 
putting it in to bake. The oven must not be 
too hot in any case, and in most cases it is. ’ 
Potatoes may be peeled and then baked in 
a greased bag, perhaps with some bacon. 
The oven will have to be rather hot to give 
them a fine brown coat. 

Cold baked potato cut up in cubes and 
warmed up in pure cream is one of the de- 
lectable dishes of the real epicure. Hot 
baked potatoes are most wholesome when 
eaten with a little salt and milk or cream. 


The Potato Basket. 

The most elegant way of serving the pota- 
toes puffed up thus is in the potato basket, in 
which also may be served peas or other vege- 
tables. There is a special utensil made for 
this work, but the basket is never so hand- 
some when made in it as when two rather 
deep wire ladies, one larger than the other, 
are used. Pare and dry the potatoes slice 
them thin, and then cut these slices into 
small matches, leaving the matches as long 
as possible. Line the larger ladle with a 
layer of these, push the smaller one into it, 
and fill in any spaces with the potato 
matches, making it resemble a nest. A rough, 
uneven, ugly top ise anything but attractive. 
When ready, dip into the hot frying fat. The 
ladles should have long handles, as there is 
a good deal of bubbling when this combina- 
tion is dipped in. The fat should be hot, but 
the gas may be immediately turned out. Just 
as soon as cooking has gone on far enough 
for the potato matches to adhere, take out 
the inner ladle and pour the basket into the 
fat, bottom side up, to cook a little longer. 
Take out, fill with the puffed potatoes piled 
high, and serve.

A child should have at least eight dresses, 
Preferably ten or twelve, unless you enjoy 
washing clothes in midweek. For morning, 
use gingham, chambray, cotton crépes, or 
percales. The new weaves of cotton crépes 
are good, but remember they shrink badly, 
whic balances the nonironing ad- 
‘vantage. For the next grade of dresses use 
striped, figured, or plain lawn, or dimity, a 
medium weight linen—if you. don't mind 
Wrinkles in the first fifteen minutes after a 
dress is on—or a fine pique. The best dresses 
may be of handkerchief linen, mull, batiste, 
or Paris muslin. Dotted swisses are not so 
popular as formerly, but they are one of the 
staples and do not wrinkle easily; a careful 
child might wear a frock of this material 
two evenings and the following morning. 

Have all materials shrunken, as there is no 
way to enlarge this style of dress save by 
letting down the hem. Make the seams 
about three-eighths of an inch deep and 
either a French seam or a plain one turned 
in and stitched on the machine. The morn- 
ing frocks may be hemmed on the machine, 
but the better dresses do not take, long to 
hem by hand. The time is more than made 
up in the ripping that may be necessary this 
summer with a rapidly growing child. 

The opening can be finished in several 
ways. This is usually allowed for on the 
Pattern. One method is to make a tiny hem 
on each edge, then make a plait deep enough 
to bring the opening pack a half inch from 
the edge. Stitch firmly across the bottom to 
keep from ripping. 

The opening is long enough to slip over 
head easily. Buttons are sewed sis thes 1 
flap and buttonholes worked on the upper. 
Easy ironing is insured by opening the dress 
to the bottom of the skirt. But this means 
more buttonholes and lost time. When the 
frock ie slipped over the head the neck open- 
ing must be provided with à draw string or 
elastic to insure a good fit. : 


The simplest finish for the neck Is to face 


it with a bias lacing. This is sewed with 


right side to right side, a narrow seam taken 
along upper edge. The facing is then turned, 
creased, the other edge turned in and 
hemmed or stitched to the garment. With 
this facing the outside may be trimmed in 
any desired way. 

Sleeves can be hemmed or faced: Where 
the material is not wide enough to make the 
proper length of the peasant sleeve, a 
straight sleeve may be stitched on to the ki- 
mono shoulder and thus give the popular 
long shouldered effect. 5 

Now for the variety. Make one morning 
dress of white percale with red or blue dots. 


Cut the neck round and trim with a stitched | 


band of red percale or linen an inch wide, fin- 
ished. This may be a bias band but an inch 
and a quarter wide to allow for seams. 
Turn in both edges, baste carefully around 
the neck, then below, to avoid pucker- 
ing, and stitch on each edge by machine. 
Trim the sleeve with a similar band and put 
another above it its own width apart. Have 
a two inch belt of the red held in place by 
straps at the side, or one can use a red leather 
belt. 

A pretty white cotton crépe may be cut 
with a V neck and the end of the sleeve 
s:ashed in an inverted V on top of the arm. 
Trim with two rows of any heavy lace inser- 
tion set its own width apart. If half inch in- 
eertion is used three rows will be more effec- 
tive. The lace is used rather than embroi- 
dery or bandings, as it will look better with- 
out ironing. If a touch of color is preferred 
work dots of blue or pink sae aa ste cotton 
at intervals on the lace. .- . 

For, an afternoun - — 3 a ab- 
dress—that is, omit the opening—of blue or 
pink dotted swiss or a flowered dimity. This 
needs no trimming. Leave the ends of the 
facing open at the round neck and bottom 
of the sleeve and also at the bottom of the 
skirt if desired. Run ribbon through to shirr 
or gather the material into a rather close fit. 
Finish with a small butterfly bew on the left 
shoulder and one at each side of the bottom 
hem if that is shirred. 

For a best dress use sheer white handker- 
chief linen. Mark rather low neck and end 
sieeves in a delicate scallop and embroidery 
with white mercerized cotton, A delicate de- 
sign for eyelet and satin stitch can be worked 
in the center of the front and on top of each 
sleeve.

Bridal Gown Long or Short. 


One particularly attractive shade, which is 
known as “ parchment,” is being much used 
for this season's bridal dresses. It has more 
life than the chalk colored taffetas and less 
than the cream. Parchment tulle can be 
had to go with it, and there is nothing that 
plaits to better advantage than tulle. 

As for the bridal gown, it may be long or 
short. It may have a train, or may be cut 
a rounded length and nearly an inch and a 
balf shorter than was the style last year. 
It is hard to understand just why the train 
has lost its popularity, uniess perhaps it is 
because the average woman realizes that 
She looks several years younger when she 
has a trainless gown, and tlwre is no woman, 
however young, who isn’t glad to drop a 
couple of years from her age. 

When it comes to the veil it makes up a 
littie for the simplicity of the gown. It may 
be of plain tulle, or of lace andtulle. It may 
even be all of lace. But it is not veiling the 
face, though when Miss Wilson was married 
she went contrary to the present prevailing 
styles and woré a short front veil which 


fell to the waist line. Many brides are favor- | 


ing a slight fall of lace over the forehead so 
low that it just veils the eyes. This fall of 


lace may be held in place by a band of orange 
blossoms, which is caught at the back ot the 


head. If the bride wishes to show her hair 
and have it arranged in the lates colffure. 
a lace effect can be fastened at the top of 
the head, its edge marked by a full ripple, 
and the whole clasped securely by the pro- 
verbial orange blossoms.

Ernest Walker’s Bungalow in the Sky Exemplifies the Charms of Roof Dwelling. 


T last the vision of years is realized! 

For a long time—in fact, since a 
memorable visit to Zanzibar—the 
writer of this column has looked from 

& seventh story eyrie out over a wilderness 
of unoccupied roofs and thought what a 


somely and with as much enthusiasm as if 
she were negotiating the gayest kind of 
house party.

One of the interesting features of the re- 
cent dedication of the beantiful new Fourth 
Presbyterian church on Lincoln parkway was 
the use of the old silver vessels for the com- 
munion service. This silver set has had a 
curious history. On the night of the Chi- 
cago fire in October, 1871, it was taken from 
the church to the residence of Abram Poole, 
on the corner of Pine street (now Lincoln 
parkway) and Erie street. When the ap- 
proach of the flames was seen to be inevita- 
ble the church and family valuables were 
carried into the garden and buried there. 
When those who buried them returned after 
the fire was over and only smoking ruins re- 
mained they found that some one had dug up 
their treasure and made off with it. Some 
years later the church silver was anonymous- 
ly returned by the presumably repentan< 
thief, though his repentance did not extend 
so far as to restore the Poole possessions. 
Who can tell what course hig mertal proc- 
esses took to make him give back the sacred 
vessels? 

The suggestion (which was finally nega- 
tived) to call the new church the Northmin- 
minster instead of the Fourth Presbyterian 
was prompted by the fact that the present 
church is the combination of two earlier ones. 
Half a century or more ago there stood on 


Westminster, while another one, known ay 
the Old North charch, stood not far away, on 


the corner of Ohio and Cass streets. These 


two were united under the name of the 
Fourth Presbyterian church, and the sug- 
gested Northminster was an attempt to re 
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vive and unite the two early names. The 
term minster signifies literally a church con- 
nected with a monastery, and so the original 
meaning makes it an inappropriate appella- 
tion for a Calvinist church, but it would fit 
the Gothic fane which has been erected by 
the Presbyterians on Lincoln parkway. 

The new church being built by the Roman 
Catholics on the corner of Sheridan road and 
Buena avenue bids fair to be one of the most 
beautiful clerical edifices in the west. It isa 
good reproduction, though I should say on a 
smaller scale, of “St. Paul’s Without the 
Walls” at Rome, a famous and lovely point 
of pigrimage for thousands of travelers every 
year. Report says that this new church is to 
be known as Our Lady of the Lake, though 


-I have not been able to confirm this.

Across the street from the church ig the 
Arthur Eddy residence, which shelters Ar- 
thur Eddy’s interesting and unique collection 
of modernist pictures. His book “ Cubists 
and Post-Impressionism is as good a piece 
of book making from the point of view of 
paper, type, and colored photogra vures as 
was ever done in Chicago. Much of Mr. 
Eddy’s own personality and experience have 
gone into this work, though he is probably 
quite unconscious of it. 

For many years his main occupation, his 
business, has been the combining of compa- 
nies into corporations. The same ability for 
marshaling in groups and making orderly, 
effective combinations which he has used io 
this practical work he has brought to bear 
on the cubists, futurists, and post-impreseion- 
ists. He has classified them and placed each 
one in his school in a tidy, effective way. I 
am not writing a literary critique of Arthur 
Eddy’s interesting, readable book; I am mere- 
ly sizing him up as a man, a student, and 
an insatiable organizer.

At the annual meeting of the woman's 
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„Belle“ Hagner, the Power 
Behind Capital Social Throne 


By Mme. Z. 


ASHINGTON, D. C.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence.J—A keen observer 
not long ago remarked, “ There is 
no real Washington society, but the 

‘cave dwellers,’ and most of them take 
boarders ‘for company.’ The rest is made up 
of detached bits of the society of other 
places, or detached bits that never were so- 
ciety in other places, temporarily in Wash- 
ington on business and disporting them- 
selves each after his own kind.” 

That statement is on the whole accurate, 
but it might be modified, as ot the. cave 
dwellers. Some of them take boarders for 
company; some of them take jobs as social 
eecretaries. Chief among the latter is 
„Belle Hagner, frequently described as 
the power behind the throne in Washington 
society, though the government blue books 
dispose of her briefly as ‘‘ Hagner, Isabelle 
L.; clerk; White House; $1,800.” 

Mise Hagner is the premier social secre- 
tary of the land, being secretary to the first 
lady of the land, and as such necessarily a 
person whom newcomers find it desirable— 
and difficult—to cultivate. The social throne 
in Washington is of course at the White 
House; the throne room is officially known 
as the blue parlor, and the throne ” is, of 
course, occupied by whoever happens to be 
for the time being White House chatelaine. 
Madame President's social secretary is, ina 
way, her prime minister and has consider- 
able influence in the dispensing of social 
patronage, just how much depending on her 
own personality and that of her chief. 


— 

No one in Washington questions Miss Hag - 
ner's influence, or her fitness for her posi- 
tion. She is by right of birth a cave dweller, 
one of the old resident set that has always 
been, here, and looks down upon more recent 
arrivals—“ mere politicians and plutocrats, 
my dear ’’—with fine scorn. From their point 
of view Belle Hagmer belongs. They 
knew here father, one of the best known phy- 
sicians in Washingtoninhisday. They know 
her uncle, Judge Alexander B. Hagner (re- 
tired) of the Supreme court of the District of 
Columbia. They know her three brothers. 
O. yes, they all know Belle.“ Chances are 
she made mud pies with their own children. 

But the Hagners are the sort that like their 
caves steam heated and electric lighted. They 
like to keep up with the rest of the world as 
it spins along in its sixty horse power cars. 
From the day that she first put her hair up 
and her skirts down, Belle Hagner has met 
and mingled with the best of the constantly 
changing official set. So it comes about quite 
naturally that he is credited with knowing 
more about the ofigin and family connections 
of persons in Washington society than any 
four other people in it. : 

And she does. She knows who's who in 
Washington and she knows what's what in 
Washington, so that they are not far wrong 
who regard her as the real society ruler of 
the White House today, which, of course, 
means of Washington socially. For however 
much the ultra smart set may affect in- 
difference to the White House, without its 
recognition, without the entré to it, no mat- 
ter how rarely one may choose to avail one- 
self of it, one cannot quite “ arrive in the 
national capital. 


— : 

It was Mrs. Roosevelt who established Miss 
Hagner in power. She was quite willing to 
leave decisions in which she had no personal 
interest in her social secretary’s Aands. She 
was convinced that Miss Hagner knew much 
better than she did just what sort of recogni- 
tion each name was entitled to; just who 
should be invited to the intimacy of musicals 
or afternoon affairs, which of the young peo- 
ple. should be asked to the White House 
dances, which of their elders to the formal 
exclusiveness of the state dinners, and for 
whom an occasional card to one of the big 
crushes was quite enough. 

It that was true of Mrs. Roosevelt, who 
had, after all, quite a little experience with 
Society at the national capital, how much 
more true is it of Mrs. Wilson, who came to 
Washington an absolute stranger, painfully 
conscious that she did not know the social 
ropes. Mrs. Wilsor wanted not merely a 
social secretary, she wanted a pilot, who 


would steer her social ship through the. 


troubled waters of capital society into the 
safe and pleasant channels of official life. 
So she offered he job to Miss Hagner again— 
Miss Hagner, who had in the Roosevelt 
régime brought order out of the social chaos 
in which five years under the sway of a con- 
firmed invalid had left it.

In the meanwhile Miss Hagner had brought 
system into the White House social life. She 
had whipped the White House list into 
shape, and cut out a lot of dead wood that 
was obscuring the horizon. No one who 
had ever been upon the White House list 
since the beginning of time had ever been 
taken off. And there had been considerable 
accretions. 

The lists had been in the hands ef mere 
men since the days of the Clevelands, who 
were the first to have lists—to dignify even 
their larger functions by sending out cards 
and trying to limit to some extent the at- 
tendance. Before that they had been free 
for all affairs. And these lists were re- 
garded as a huge joke in Washington. They 
had been compiled by mere men, and mere 
men, like so many automatons, had con- 
tinued to address cards to every one of them, 
regardless of the fact that people died from 
time to time, some of those addressed being 
actually physically defunct, others merely 
politically or socially so. 

Miss Hagner edited these with an ax.

Certainly if she had been 
open to such suggestions the White House 
social secretary would have retired on her 
income at the end of the Roosevelt régime, 
instead of sinking quietly into the grateful 
obscurity of the state department clerkship, 
from which Mrs. Wilson in her extremity 
again dragged her forth four years later.

People have begun to notice that there has 
been more unaccountable destruction by 
fire here than in any like area of the United 
States. They have further noted that the 
only people suffering are the rich and great. 
None of the poor of Jerico is called upon 
in the late hours of the night to scurry from 
a burning roof under which is located all 
of one’s immediate possessions save the 
night robe on one’s back. None of the mod- 
erately well to do is so troubled. But the 
partners of the late J. Pierpont Morgan 
have beem sorely put to in order to escape 
with their lives. : | 

There is more wealth concentrated in this 
small area than in any like stretch of coun- 
try in the world. Here Francis Bacon, for- 
mer ambassador to France and partner of 
the late Mr. Morgan, had his palatial home. 
Here William D. Guthrie, another partner 
of the king of finance, reared a monumental 
dwelling, and Edward Bayliss, one of the 
greatest lawyers of his time, advisor of 
Mr. Morgan and compiler of his will, built a 
mansion. Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt Jr. 
erected a palace of a home, and Mrs. Jessica 
Taylor, daughter of the late James R. 
Keene of Cedarhurst, had a costly dwelling. 
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Not one of them is standing now. Nine 
big fires have destroyed mansions here with- 
in three months. Mrs. Vanderbilt never got 
to live in her house for even aday. It was 
burned on the night before she planned to 
move, just after the last decorator had put 
on his final color shading, and the final piece 
of magnificent new Italian furniture had 
been moved into place. They said a defect- 
ive flue made the trouble. That is also what 
they said of the Taylors, the Guthries, the 
Bacons, and all of them. 

The only answer that the residents here- 
abouts can reply is that their average of bad 
flues is high. They are making a grimmer, 
silent answer, however, in the form of a 
vigilance committee, composed of our 
wealthiest citizens, to ascertain who, what, 
and why is this trouble. Is an insane fire-

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A PPROACHING Vera Crus, U. 8. . 
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Wyoming, May 18.—I[ Special from 39 . 4 7 1 se were

Artist.]—It is probable that the Mex- 
lean situation will have undergone a radical 
change by the time these words are printed. 
Perhaps La Paloma, the Mexican dove, will 
be cooing a peaceful duet with an amiable 
looking American eagle, or perhaps we may be 
involved in the stern actualities of warfare. 
Quien sabe? Weeks, or days, alone can tell. 
In the meantime, before grim vieaged war 
has become so grim that one may not have the 
heart to look upon the lighter and pleasanter 


aspects of it, there is still time to consider 


“going to war” more from the angle of an 
interesting experience than from that ef a 
tragic fact. 

If the reader is thirsting for somber details 
of the stern business of preparing for war this. 
story will be a bitter disappointment, for it 
has to do with moving picture shows, of sail- 
ing on summer seas, of busy, alert, and light- 
hearted jackies and of broad, smooth decks as 
expansive almost as parade grounds. 

Two weeks ago the gunboat Marietta was 
lying in the Brooklyn navy yard being rushed 
into commission by Commander Scott for prob- 
able service in Mexican waters. To it I was 
assigned by the navy department, and the pros- 
pect of being one of its company was a par- 
ticularly pleasant. one for several reasons. 
One was that Commander Scott was an old 
friend of the Manila days of 1898, when as 
Ensign Scott he was an aid on Adeiral 
Dewey's staff; another was that I felt a kindly 
interest in the Marietta because it had once 
taken me off the little gunboat Pardgua, which 
had gone ashore in the night on the east coast 
of Luzon; and still anothcr was the Mkelſhood 
that a small ship of the X arietta type would 
be the kind that would see the most active 
service in case the navy t 4 any fighting to do 
in Mexican waters. Two days before the 
Marietta was scheduled to sail, presumably for 
Mexico, it received orders to proceed to 
Santo Domingo City to relieve the Wheeling, 
and at the same time I was transferred to the 
great superdreadnought Wyoming, soon to sail 
for Vera Cruz, a . 

That is why I happen to be here on a bat- 
tleship, one that is exceeded in power by only 
two battleships in the world, instead of on a 
little thousand ton gunboat, as had originally 
been my expectation, and that is why I have 
been privileged to see the operations of the 
officers and crew of a great ship on the eve of 
a possible war, which, while it may not seri- 
ously Involve the navy, has certain phases 
that make the navy of supreme importance in 
subsequent operations. a 

The ships of the navy may have to send 
landing parties ashore, and the men to whom 
this duty shall fall must be thoroughly pre 
pared for any service that may fall to their 
lot. It was the aecessity for this sort of serv- 
ice and the preparedness for it that made it 
possible for Admiral Fletcher to seize Vera 
Cruz so quickly and effectively with the ma- 
vines and bluejackets under his command. 
Any future emergency of a like kind will find 
the navy ready, as usual, if one may judge by 
the thoroughness of the drills that have bees 
filling the days on the Wycming during the 
week since it left New York. ae 

On the morning of the 12th of May the ship 
left its anchorage near the statue of Liberty 
and steamed out in the gray, sunless stretches 
of the Atlantic. The following day it stopped 
a few hours at Hampton roads to take on a 
draft of about 150 relief men for the ships at 
Vera Cruz, and since then it has plowed 
steadily along at a sixteen knot speed to the 
present hour, when it is just approaching 
Vera Crus. In two days the mediators will 
begin their deliberations at Niagara Falla, and 
probably in a week the fect of either war or 
peace may be more or less definitely estal- 
lished. But in the meantime, while possibly 
hoping for peace, the activities m the Wyom- 
ing 's men have all been for war. oe 

To any one who has never seen a giant bat- 
tleship in its daily routine on the eve of war 
the experience is unforgettable. There are 
1,200 men on this ship, and each one must 
know what be is to do and know how te do it 
when word comes for action. Dach one 
must know how to take care of himself ashore 
de op conditions and how to act In order 
that his efficiency may be of the highest sort. 

In consequence the last few days have been 
med with small arm drills, machine gun drills, 
tent pitching drills, knapsack pecking drills, 
@md drills and talks abent o\ery possible phase 
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of their duty ashore under conditions of war 
fare. Lieut, Commander Miller will have 
command of the Wyoming battalion if it goes 
ashore for war service, and if he has over 
looked any feature that makes for effectiveness 
I can’t imagine what it can be. Chief Surgeon 
Oman bas given talks to the men in order that 
each one may know clearly how to preserve 
his health under climatic conditions which 
may be very trying. Men are cautioned about 
the drinking water, about flies and mosquitoes, 
about fruit and. vegetables, about the necessity 
of cleanliness in person and equipment, and 
about the proper care of themselves in case of 
sunstroke, snakebite, or wounds of all kinds. 
From the bottom to the top of this great ship 
there has been the steady and orderly and al- 
most ceaseless activity that is fast transform- 
ing green sailor boys into experienced fighting 
men. PP 

One is struck by the youthfulness of the 
sailors. Most of them are boys or very young 
men. The older men, the second or third ea- 
listment men, seem to be in a decided minority. 
The same is true of the officers. Capt. Glen- 
non, in command, is very little over 50; Lieut. 
Commander Todd, the executive officer and the 
one to whom falls the duty of running the 
ship according to the captain’s orders, is hardly 
40; and the rest of the officers range down in 
age from that point to a hoint low in the 20s. 
Ia no equal number of men would one find a 
greater degree of clean cut, high grade quali- 
fications of excellence and efficiency than may 
be found among the men rho direct the des- 
tines of the Wyoming. 


~~ 


Efficiency, however, is taken as a matter of 
course in our navy, and one is not surprised 
to find it. It is in other matters incident to 
life om a battleship that one finds the sur 
prises. There is a completely equipped hos 
pital, dispensary, and operating room where 
cages of the utmost seriousness may be han- 
died as effectively as in the great hospitals 
ashore. There are roomy officers’ quarters and 
watd rooms where practically every bit of fur- 
niture is of steel. Inflammable materials have 
almost entirely been eliminated. There is a 
barber shop, a printing shop, a United States 


posteffice, a blacksmith shop, a bakery that. 


bakes a thousand loaves of bread a day, ice 
making plants, a water distillery plant that 
@istills 15,000 gallons of sea water daily, a 
machine shop, a butcher shop, a tailor shop, ¢ 
complete steam laundry, a splendid band, and, 
what struck me most forcibly, a complete mov- 
ing picture equipment with 150 reels of a 
great variety in subject. These reels are sul 
cient for fifty entertainments, and as they are

of the fleet. In this way the supply is practi- 
cally inexhaustible, and the movies go fur 
ther than almost any other feature toward 
making life attractive to the sailors on board. 

During the first two or three nights out 
from New York, when the weather conditions 
were not favorable to shows on deck, the 
“movies” were displayed for the officers in 
the ward room, On the last two or three even- 
ings, when the Wyoming has been steaming 
through an ideal summer sea here in the gulf, 
the entertaiaments have been given on deck, 
and the scene during one of these shows is a 
most memorable one. The screen is stretched 
across the end of one of the after turrets and 
the projector is mounted on the next turret 
forward. . 

The ship’s band fs stationed near the projec- 
tor, and in the intermissions between each reel 
it plays lively and inspiring music. Somehow 
home doesn’t seem so far away when one may 
hear the familiar strains of popular dance 
music and see on the screen the faces and fig- 
ures which have become familiar to all patrons 
of the “movies.” A thousand men or more 
are thronged on the decks, and every point of 
vantage en turrets or on boats is crowded with 
absorbed spectators. 

If one may judge from the two deck enter- 
tainments, in which the tastes of the men 
rather than that of the officers were consid- 
ered, one must inevitably reach the conclusion 
that the western picture drama in which there 
is lots of shooting and daring horsemanship is 
the one that makes the greatest appeal. The 
films are all censored, however, and no film of 
any possible evil influence is displayed. It 
may be a ¢omparatively inimportant matter, 
but I imagine the movies on shipboard will 
stimulate recruiting more than anything else. 

~~ 

Since we struck the hot weather the blue 
uniforms have given way to white, and the 
ship, which has been in the navy yard, is 
ewiftly shedding its dirt and dust and soon 
will be as clean as a Dutch kitchen. Cleaali- 
ness is the fetish of he navy officer, and every 
speck of dirt is hunted out and annihilated 
before it becomes a habit. The Wyoming will 
again become the fleet flagship when we arrive 
at Vera Crus, and Admiral Badger will return 
with his staff to this ship. 

The barber has been very busy since we 
struck the hot weather. Nearly everybody is 
being shorn of his locks, and some of the mea 
have the peeled look of onions. It is cool, 
however, and it undoubtedly is the prevailing 
fashion. Among the men in the fire room, 
where the temperature is 160, and in the en- 
gine room, where it is 190, the absence of all

ones which have been displayed on other ships 
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In the Wyoming and others of the latest 
battleship type the officers’ quarters are far 
forward, extending from the bridge to the very 
stern of the ship, while the quarters of the 
men are aft. If you “ship before the mast” 
in these days you .re an officer, and the 
fo’castle is now the section occupied by the 
men who run the ship. The advantage in this 
reversal of a time honored order of things lies 
in the fact that now the officers are near the 
bridge, where much of their work is done. If 
they berthed aft they would be a long distance 
from the bridge, for the Wyoming is 562 feet 
long its deck spaces are like parade grounds 
in extent. 


oe 


There are twelve twelve inch guns on the 
Wyoming, two in each of six turrets, and 
twenty-one five inch guns. Each turret bas 
its officer and crew, and among the various 
turret crews there is the keenest rivalry. It 
fs said that in times of target practice this 
rivalry reaches a point where men hardly 
speak to one another. The interior of a turret 
is a most businesslike looking place, and one 
might imagine that the roar of two twelve inch 
guns would almost deafen the men inside the 
turret. Strangely enough, however, the sound 
within the turret is so muffed that one is con-

scious only of the recofl and hardly notices 
the reports. As an evidence that sentiment may 
prevail even in a battleship turret, I noticed 
that some admirer of Haie Janis had hung a 
nicely colored picture of her near the breech 
of one of the mighty rifles 

One of the most impressive views on a bat- 
tleship of our modern type is that obtained 
from the top of the fire control mast, the cage 
like mast that the American navy has adopted. 
From this lofty point, 136 feet above the 
water, the great proportions of the ship are 
most strikingly emphasized.

The ward room of the seni fiicers is the 
clearing house of ship news and gossip. Here 
the officers assemble at mess time and thrash 
out opinions apd guesses and controversies 
that cover all topics. Just now the discussion 
naturally concerns the future activities of the 
Wyoming in Mexican waters, whether there 
will really be war, how long it will last. and 
how soon the ship will be sent to a different 
station in the event that peace prevails. 

Lieut. Commander Todd, the executive off- 
cer, has the bead of the table at meal time, 
with Lieut. Commanders Miller and Halligan 
on his right and left. Chief Engineer Brinser, 
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Surgeon Oman, and Paymaster Mayo sit nea? 
the head, while at the other end of the table 
sits Lieut, Commander Jackson, chief ord- 
mance officer. In all there are seventeen senlor 
officers, two marine captaina, Halford and Noa, 
and one newspaper man, myself, in the senior 
officers’ mess. About an equal number mess 
in the junior officers’ quarters. . 

A pianola brightens up the leisure hours 
the ward room, Lieut. McKinney sings in 8 
rich, deep voice, and with shower baths, wire 
leas news reports daily, all the latest maga- 
gines, and a corps of efficient Filipino boys as 
mess attendants, one might almost venture the 
opinion that going to war is not entirely 6 
grim proceeding. | 
Perhaps when the marines and bluejackets 
begin filing ashore with tents and rifles and 
the war really begins it will be another story. 
In the admiral’s cabin, in a great glass case, 
are displayed the beautiful silver service and 
punch bowl presented to the ship by the state 
of Wyoming. In the senior officers’ ward 
room there is, among many cups and prizes, 
1 handsome loving cup.

By disregarding man’s superior physical 
force, the power of compulsion upon which all government is 
based is disregarded. By leaving out of account those powers 
of the mind in which man js the superior, woman falls into the 
error of thinking that she can really compete with him. and that 
she belongs to the self-same intellectual caste.” J

Thirteenth Installment—Corbett and Fitzsimmons Sign the Articles, but— Where Are They Going to Stage the Fight? 


WILLIAM A. BRADY, Most Picturesque Figure in 
Sporting and Theatrical World, Tells of His Life.

T= general demand for a match be- 
tween Corbett and Fitzsimmons be- 
came at lasta public clamor, and, not- 
withstanding Corbett’s aversion to 
meeting Lanky Bob,“ we found it im- 
possible to avoid the issue. And right here 
we were confronted with a paradoxical! situ- 
ation. Aithough we had made the match be- 
cause of public insistence and for no other 
feason, there wasn't a state in the union

Almost as soon as we got there Gov. Cul- 
berson warned us not to fight. We re- 
ported that there was nothing on the statute 
books of Texas to prevent the contest. The 
governor replied that even so he would not 
low it to take place in the state and he 
asked us in a very nice way to refrain and 
leave. Stewart, who was a political power 
in Texas at that time, assured us that the 
fovernor would not dare to interfere; that 
tewart—had the advice of high priced 
yers to that effect. 
e governor and Stewart engaged in a 
e of words in the newspapers, and 
mally the governor called a special ses- 
sion of the legislature, which cost the state 
about $25,000. The lawmakers were sum-

met. The governor sent in a message de- 
manding the enactment of a law prevent- 
ing pugilism or boxing of any kind in the 
state.

At his request the Corbett party 
went on to Hot Springs in that state and 
installed themselves in training quarters in 
the suburbs of the town. 

Fitzsimmons refused to leave Texas. I 
firmly believe that at this point Fitzsimmons 
was afraid of Corbett and did not want to 
meet him, or that he wanted to break off the 
present match and make an entirely new one 
and by so doing deprive me of the moving 
picture rights. 

Upon our advent Gov. Clark rose up on his 
hind haunches and declared there should be 
no pugilism in Arkansas if he could help it. 
The citizens of Hot Springs replied there 
would be a fight in Hot Springs even if they 
had to surround the town with volunteer 
militia and prevent the invasion by the gov- 
ernor if he attempted to interfere.

The sheriff of Hot Springs at that time was 
a man named Reb Houpt and he stood in 
with the citizens of the town.

Lanky Bob Fitzsimmons crossed the Arkan- 
sas state line at Texarkana and deliberately 
gave himself up to two officers who had been 
sent by Gov. Clark to meet him. Right there 
it looked as if Fitzsimmons did not want to 
fight! 

Corbett by this time had got himself into 
magnificent condition. We were all sanguine 
that he would win, and I honestly believe 
to this day that if we had not been stopped 


: in Arkansas Corbett would have beaten the 


Cornishman easily. 


promptly taken to Little Rock, we realized 
that Corbett could not fight the battle by 
himself,.and so accepted a polite invitation 
from the governor to visit him at the capi- 
tal. When we got there we found that the 
governor had put Fitzsimmons in charge of 
a sheriff called: Jesse Hurd, who wae the 
most villainous looking man I had ever seen 
and who had the proud distinction of having 
killed seventeen men. | 

Hurd and Houpt were exceedingly jealous 
of each other as man killers. Hurd felt 
keenly that his rival was after the laurels 
which patience no less than enterprise had 
placed on his brow, and that he would avail 
of any provocation however slight, that 
did not put him beyond the pale of the law 
to bring his own line of achievements up to 
that of hisenemy.

The mflux of boxers and their adherents 
not only gave Houpt a chance to cut another 
notch in his gun stock but made it incumbent 
for Hurd to maintain his superiority. So you 
see we were in the position of being com- 
pelled to pay the freight should the am- 
bition or caprice of either of these gentle- 
men prompt him to act on any so-called 
** provocation.” In consequence it behooved 
us to walk very thin indeed.

It was unfortunate, under the circum- 
stances, that the night before we were to 
meet the governor one of our party named 
O’Farrell had run into Jesse Hurd some 
where in the town and had made some in- 
judicious remarks about the attitude of the 
state toward the contest. Hurd promptly 
grabbed O' Farrell by the back of the neck 
and took him to the town jail. 

I learned of the affair about midnight and 
called the governor up on the phone—we 
were then in Little Rock. I told him what 
Hurd had done and reminded him of the fact 
that he’d guaranteed us protection if we 
would come to the capital, and demanded the 
release of O’Farrell. At the same time I 
made some pretty strong remarks about 
Hurd to the governor. While I was at break- 
fast next morning I saw Hurd enter the room. 
From his looks I judged that the governor 
had told him what I said about him and had 
reprimanded him for what he had done. He 
walked over to where Fitzsimmons was sit- 
ting, and I knew from the way he looked 
around the room ashe spoke to that gentle- 
man that he was asking where thet man 
Brady was. 
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Fitzsimmons pointed to me and Hurd 
promptly rose and walked over to my table. 

Is this Brady?” he demanded. 

Tes, I said. 

My two hands were on the table and I was 
shivering in my shoes. It was lucky I had 
the presence of mind to put my hands where 
he could see them. If I had not done 80 
there is no question he would have killed me 
then and there and then reported that he 
did it in self-defense. He saw that I had 
outwitted him and stood looking me through 
and through for a few minutes, then snarled 
something and turned on his heel and walked 
back to Fitzsimmons. 

That was the narrowest escape I ever had 
in my pugilistic experience. I've often 
thought that if I had been less conspicuous 
at the time, that if I'd been some inoffensive 
citizen who had been rash enough to com- 
ment upon any act of this arrogant gentle- 
man, he would have assassinated me, even 
if I'd held my hands in the air as a token 
of my utter defenselessness. But feeling was 
running so high that Hurd knew that any 
act of his would have subjected him toa 


— 


rigid investigation, so he chose the part of 
wisdom over that of valor 

We met the governor in the statehouse at 
noon of that day. At one side of the table 


was Fitzsimmons in charge of Hurd, and at 


the other sat Corbett in charge of Houpt. 
The room was 4illed with newspaper men 
and followers of pugilism. The governor sat 
back, chewed a eigar deliberately for some 
moments, which added impressiveness to the 
pronunciamento of which he was about to 
deliver himself, and said:

He turned to the pugilists. 

J want to tell you this: You, Mr. Fitz- 
simmons, are in charge of our estimable citi- 
zen, Mr. Jesse Hurd, who has the reputation 
of having killed seventeen men; and you, 
Mr. Corbett, are in charge of our equally 
estimable citizen, Mr. Reb Houpt, who has 
killed only sixteen men. Remember, there 
is a keen rivalry between these gentlemen. 
It ia Mr. Houpt’s ambition to catch up with 
Mr. Hurd, and it is Mr. Hurd’s ambition to 
keep ahead of Mr. Houpt. Now, I instruct 
both of these officers that if you, Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons, so much as bat an eye at 
each other in this state while I am governor 
of it, you will go back home ina box!“ 

Turning to Mr. Hurd, his excellency said: 
“You understand?’ 

“ Yep,”’ said Hurd. 

Then the governor looked significantly at 
Houpt. 

And then we were politely ushered out of 
the governor’s room and I never saw a crowd 
make dust to get out of any state as we 
did to get out of Arkansas. In fact, we 
slunk down a side street to find the train to 
take us to the Tennessee line! Gov. Clark 
had found a way to stop prize fighting in 
Arkansas without the help of the legislature. 

This practically settled that contract be- 
tween Fitzsimmons and Corbett. In fact, we 
declared the match off ourselves. Fora time 
things remained in statue quo. Corbett went 
back to showing in the theater and Fitzsim- 
mons went about his own business.

What Men Say About Women.

pulsion.“ A few more examples of this much 
vaunted masculine logic, however, will be 
interesting. In refutation of the argument 
that women should be given the vote as ed- 
ucation Sir Almroth replies: 

“It wovld be futile to attempt to deny that 
we have ready to hand in the politics of the“ 
British empire. . an ideal political train- 
ing ground in which we might put women to 
school. The woman voter would there be 
able to make any experiment she liked. But 
one wonders why it has not been proposed to 
carry woman’s instruction further and for 
mstructional purposes to make of a woman, 
let us say, a judge, or an ambassador, or a 
prime minister. There would—if only it were 
legitimate to sacrifice vital national interests 
—be not a little to say in favor of such a 
course. One might at any rate hope by these 
means once for all to bring home to man the 
limitations of woman.” 

Again the vexed question of women’s men- 
tal inferiority Sir Almroth easily settles: 
“The reply is that experience with regard 
to the capacity of woman has been accumu- 
lating in all climes and through all times, 
and that the belief of men in the inherent in- 
feriority of women in the matter of intellec- 
tual morality and in the power of adjudica- 
tion has never varied.“ 

O, Sir Almroth, as a man I blush for you 
with your little logic machine! These state- 
ments smack of certain familiar habits of 
mind of which women have been often ac- 
cused. And there are 180 pages almost as 
poor logic as this from you! But logic never 
really convinced any man or woman. In the 
last analysis nothing is so unconvincing as 
„the most incontrovertible logic.” No great 
human issue was ever settied by logic, nor 
was any serious opinion really modified by 
the sort of “ proof Sir Almroth indulges in. 

Sir Almroth “ logically” translates wom- 
an's rights into “ claims,” her use of the 
term justice into “egalitarian equity ” 
(whatever that may mean). He meets her 
demand for “ no taxation without represen- 
tation by saying that oman is not a sol- 
vent’ citizen. One wonders how many 
‘“‘ solvent citizens went to the Boston tea 
party! And after deriding John Stuart Mill 
for setting up the figure of an “ economic 
man” and then talking about what the 
E. C. would do, he himself sets up a cari- 
cature of a human creature in feminine 
garments called the inferior woman, and ar- 


gues about her. 

Sir Almroth in one illuminating passage 
gives a picture of what this “ inferior wom- 
an” should be, and what her grateful and 
reverential attitude toward her protector 
and master should be, and his to her. It is 
the old theme of chivalry: 

“When a man makes this compact with 
a woman, ‘I will do you reverence, and pro- 
tect you, and yield you service; and you for 
your part will hold fast to an ideal of gen- 
tleness, of personal refinement, of modesty, 
of joyous maternity, and to who shall say 
what other graces and virtues that endear 
woman to man,’ that is chivalry.” 

And that Sir Almroth says is the sort of 
„ contract which enters into every 
“reputable relation between the sexes.” 
How about the 3,000,000 of unmarried Eng- 
lish women in the British isles, and the 
6,000,000 of American women working for 
wages? One wonders whether they have 
been able to make this pretty little contract 
with a revereneing male. 


No, one knows that it is all nonsense, and | 


more that Sir Almroth’s chivalry is the sort 
of puff paste which self-respecting women 


‘the world over are repudiating in ever larger 


numbers. There is something unhealthy and 
hypocritical in the contract of chivalry,” 
and women, to their honor, are at last 
realizing this truth. The petted child and 
the worshiped ideal as an attitude for man 
to woman have been smashed and can never 
be glued together again except in the play 
life of small aristocratic circles. Even there 
they degenerate into the repulsive indul- 
gence given to parasitic women. Chivalry 
goes with perfumes and jewelry. idleness and 
lust.

OTHING is more essential to the life 
and good running qualities of a motor 
car than good lubricating devices, and 
furthermore when a car is well lubri- 

cated there is much more comfort to the 
occupants and much less liability of trouble 
of one sort or another on the road. 

Much has been said and written about the 
necessity of keeping some form of lubricant 
between the leaves of the aprings in order 


to make the car ride nicely because of the 


further ability of the spring to have such 
movement as was designed for them. The 
spring bolts are frequently overlooked in the 
matter of proper lubrication; at best a little 
oll is equirted on, only to run to the floor or 
be smeared on ‘the outside, to pick up and 
retin all the dust that comes along. 

There is really no need for using ordinary 
ol on spring bolts, because it will seldom find 
its way to the proper spot and is pretty 
apt to drip away without doing much good. 
Heavy grease works better, lasta longer, and 
when forced in through a spring bolt tends 
to drive out the dirt rather than permit it to 
find its way to the wearing parta 

Not all cars have spring bolte thet are 


made with a hole to carry the grease from a 


grease cup screwed into the end of the doit, 
and where a plain bolt is used there is noth- 
ing té do but adhere to the old method of 
squirting oll in the spaces that show, and 
trust to luck that it will find its way to the 
wearing parts. The modern spring bolt has a 
hole drilled through the center and in the 
middle is another hole drillled to intersect 
the lengthwise hole. Then in the nut end 
of the bolt is a combination grease cup 
which when filled with grease and screwed 
down will force the lubricant into the pass- 
ageways and directly between the bolt and 
the spring holes. This grease will work its 


way around so that every part is lubricated. _ 


There is necessity of using only ‘a ‘little 
grease now and' then, tor the heavy an 
will not run away as will oll. 

The other end of the bolt is threaded: tor 
the nut and a hole li drilled for a cotter pin. 
As a rule, these bolts are accurately ground 
for a particular size and are hardened. 


Springs on automobiles receive harder 
service than does the metal of any other 
piece of machinery; they are receiving thou- 
sands of big and little shocks every minute 
the car is under way on the road; they sre 

at rest, and the wonder is they stand 

what they do, But it is not uncommon for 

springs to be in hard service for five or six 

ifs or more, with the hardest kind of 
itry road work, and still not give out. 

There are all sorts of ‘spring devices to 
relieve the main springs of the small shocks 
that are v injurious; including | absorb- 
ers, ‘@nubbers, and the like. The 
average motorist khows that it is the re- 
bound that causes springs to go, and so one 
inventor has designed a spring that is in 
reality a double spring, a smaller one beirg 
on the top of the other, for the purpose of 
eliminating the,rebound. As the illustra- 
ticn shows, there is a spacer between the 
two springs, so as to permit action up toe 
certain point, and beyond this point the top 
‘ spring, or rebound, comes into action, pre- 
venting the upward movement of the car 
body in nice proportion, the argument de- 


ing that if it is good to have a spring for 


the downward movement it is quite as essen- 
tial to bave one for the lea e

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the last few years that ft is not now neces- 
sary to-build huge gas eating arfairs. 
Through careful design and workmanehip, 
and with improved carbureters and ignition 
devices, the smaller motors have been made 
to produce much more power. 

Gradually the old fashioned cast iron piston 
ring of one piece is being shoved aside for 
the more modern idea of several smaller 
rings made to fit into one ring groove. The 
illustration shows a set of four small rings 
that take the place of one larger one, occupy~ 
ing the same groove, so that where a motor 
ordinarily has four rings, with this new one 
it would have in reality sixteen rings, four 
in each groove. The rings are made of spring 
steel, thus being flexible and springing even- 
ly all around, so that if there is a spot where 
one of the little rings failed to close the next 
one would perform the duty 3 

Best of all, they are so arranged and placed 
that the slots will not come opposite and 
permit an opening for the gas to escape and 
thereby cause a loss of compression. 

Being made of steel there is less lability 
of breaking them than in the case of the cast 
fron rings that are made heavier and have a

They profess to see the crumbling 
of state rights, the stifling of local initiative 
end endeavor, and the growth of a political 
machine. If federal inspection involved 
these consequences, it would be à dangerous 
aud highly undesirable policy. Asa matter 
of fact, federal inspection, under reasonable 
ygisiative restriction, involves no menace 
whatever to local liberties. ‘ 

“The weight of precedent, and the com- 
mon sense of congress are sufficiently power- 
ful to make certain the inclusion in any 
federal aid bill that may be passed of an 
adequate amount of government supervision. 

“Federal revenues come from all of the 
states, and the right of a state to do as it 
pleases with its own property does not carry 
with it the right to do what it pleases with 
property that comes from all of the states. 
Zo say that federal inspection of work for 
which the federal government pays a por- 
tion of the cost is either unwarranted or 
unwise is to say that the federal government 
ehould from year to year make appropri- 
ations for specific purposes, and yet take no 
steps whatever to ascertain whether the 
money is applied to such purposes. 

Canada is preparing for a systematic cam- 
* paign for the improvement of all her roads, 
especially those joining the dominion with 
the United States, accorcing to an announce- 
ment made by I. S. Pennybacker, executive 
sesistant of the American Highway associa- 
tin, who has just returned from the first

Canadian road congress. 

American tourists who have been distressed 
by Canadian roads will welcome the an- 
nouncement made Mr. Pennybacker, because 
it is believed that within a comparatively 
short time it will be possible to motor over 
good roads in Canada. The chief obstacle 
in the way of accomplishment of the Cana- 
dian Good Roads association, which Mr. 
Pennybacker assisted in forming, is the fact 
that there are some political differences be- 
tween the provincial and dominion govern- 
ments as to the expenditure of road funds. 


In spite of these obstacles,’’ Mr. Penny 


backer said I am convinced that within a 
short time there will be a noticeable improve 
ment of the roads in Canada. As the con- 
gress progressed a better understanding was 
apparent and political differences were lost 
sight of. The dominion government, through 
its representative, the secretary of state, 
seemed to take a deep interest in the subject 
of road improvement and pledged the gov- 
errment to aid the provinces in every way 
1 While it is true that the roads in 
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shape, this congress will undoubtedly be the 
entering wedge to a movement which will 
spread throughout. the various provinces. 
The permanent organization which was 


“formed is designed to bring together all fac- 


tions and to unite the provinces into one cen- 
tralized movement for the betterment of 
roads.“ 

The use of able bodied convicts on the 
public roads was urged recently n. the re- 
port of the New Yorx commission on prison 
reform. ‘The commission also recommended 
the reofganization of various offices, boards, 
and commissions that now administer the 
prison affairs of New York. Consolidation 
was suggested as a means of improving the 
condition of prisoners. 

Final revised reports on the 200 mile non- 
stop contest for Saxon dealers throughout 
the country show an unusual economy av- 
erage of 34.53 miles to the gallon of gaso- 
line. . This is slightly less than the average 
of 34.75 miles, compiled from the first batch 
of telegraphed statements. 

The winners, according to an announce- 
ment by President H. W. Ford of the Saxon 
Motor company, were the Diamond Motor 
Car company of New Rochelle, N. Y., with 
a record of 47.06 miles to the gallon, and 
the Iowa Automobile and Supply company of 
Des Moines, which made a record of 47.04 
miles to the gallon. 

Among others that scored high averages 
were the Davis Auto company of Providence, 
R. I., with a score of 44.4 miles to the gallon; 
L. A. Van Patten of New York, 44 miles; M. 
H. Wood of Webb City, Mo., 40.7: H. C. 
Steinau of Bronx, N. T., 40.1 miles; Thomp- 
son & Smith of Bakersfield, Cal., 40 miles; 
Thomas J. Doyle of Detroit, 40 miles; North- 
western Auto company of Minneapolis, 40 
miles; Western Motor Car company of San 
Diego, Cal., 40 miles; Jamison & Hallowell 
of Montgomery, Ala., 39.4 miles. 


Turkish Coffee Growing 
to Be a Popular Drink. 


Turkish coffee is becoming quite a little 
fad on the north side. For some years Turk- 
ish coffee has been popular in some of the 
restaurants of the city. One Greek res- 
taurant near South Water street has made a 
specialty of it for years, but only recently 
has it become popular in private houses. 

If you are wise“ your order in the Greek 
restaurant should be Lamb garni’’—all the 
‘trimmings’ come with it—baclava, Turk- 
ish coffee and a water pipe. When there are 


a number of men in the crowd a large water 


pipe is brought with a number of tubes, so 
that all may smoke at once. 

Although the north side hostesses are serv- 
ing Turkish coffee, it is doubtful if they will 
use a water pipe at their afternoon teas. 


Menu Is Mixed Up 
Out in Hyde Park. 


The man from out of town claimed he 
had made a discovery. I have been in a 
number of towns in the country,“ he said, 
and in many of them I have had dinner in 
boarding houses, but I've never found the 
system of serving a little salad before the 
soup that prevails in Kenwood and Hyde 
Park. I also have been in boarding houses 
on the north and west sides of Chicago, and 
found no salad at all. Maybe this is a com- 
mon custom all over the city, but not to my 


‘knowledge. The proper time for a salad, as 


I understand it, is after the roast.” 
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RSA MINOR, the Little Bear, is the 
polar constellation. It contains the 
Little Dipper and the Pole star is in 
the end of the handle, the dipper 
hanging as if it were suspended from the 
Pole star. The constellation contains two 
etare of the second magnitude, the Pole star 
and ite rival im brightness, Kochab, in the 
bowl of the dipper and the flank of the Little 
Bear. Polaris is a white, Kochab red. 

‘The most convenient way of finding the 
Pole Star is by the pointers in the Big Dip- 
per, Dubhe and Merak, the two stars in the 
outer side of the bowl. : 

Polaris now is a little over 1 degree from 
the pole. About 5,000 years ago Thuban, 
the bright star of the constellation Draco, 
was the Pole star. In about 11,500 years the 
great brilliant Vega will be the Pole star. 
In about 21,000 years Thuban again will be, 
and in about 25,800 years from now Polaris 
will be as it is now. 

In thé explanation of these changes are 
some of the fascinating facts of astronomy, 
but they severely test the ability to give them 
simple but adequate exposition. The earth 
in moving around the eun—to use Garrett P. 
Serviss’ iNustration—may be likened to a 
top in a tub of water, moving around a point 
in the center of the tub, the center being 
the sum The surface of the water represents 
the plane of the earth’s orbit, the ecliptic. To 
our eyes the sun seems to make this round 
and the ecliptic is called the seeming path of 
the sun. 

The earth does not rest Ne on its axis 
and the top in the tub of water would not sit 
upright, with the surface of the water evenly 
reaching the Hne which would represent its 
equator, but at an inclination. In the earth's

Thie top as it moves around the point in 
the center of the tub is revolving on ite peg, 
or axis, as if it were spinning. You have 
seen a top when the force of its spinning 
movement was disturbed. It ceased to be 
vertical on its peg. The peg remained on 
one spot, but the top described a widening 
circle. If there had been no interference 
with the epinning motion the top would have 
stood erect. 

The earth is an oblate spheroid, flattened 
at the poles and bulged around the equator 
and upon the protuberant part the attraction 
of the sun and moon operates as a force to 
change the direction of the earth's axis. 
The axis of the earth’s daily rotation is in- 
clined 23% degrees from the plane of its year- 
ly revolution around the sun. The attrac- 
tion of the sun and moon is exerted to pull 
the earth into an upright position with re- 
gard to the plane of its annual revolution. 
The earth resists the pull and tries to keep 
its inclination. The tendency of a rotating 
body is to keep its axis fixed. 

Now, reverting to the top in the tub of 
water, imagine its spinning in the water with 
the same freedom that it would in air, half 
submerged and so inclined that part of its 
equatorial line is under water and part above 
and revolving around thecenter point, which 


is the sun. In this motion the top revolves , 


on its axis and around the center point, but 


it also describes the circle which we have | 


spoken of as the action of a top as its force 
spend itself andasit is about to topple. 

It is this action Which explains the shifting 
of the pole star. The celestial poles, the 
position of which depends on the earth’s 
poles, have a slow revolution in a circle of 
23% degrees radius. Every 25,800 years the 
axis makes a complete swing around this 
circle and in consequence it pointe to differ- 
ent stars from time to time.

The Gardener at Work. 
OLAOR schemes belong to the art of gar 


Geners. Jens, Adam's neighbor, was 

a traveler, and his memories of Cali- 

‘fernia had nightmares of scarlet ge- 
raniums and purple petunias. Jenslivedina 
brown bungalow on a sunny corner where his 
lawn sloped from à terrace five or six feet 
above the sidewalk. This bank was dry and 
sandy and not favorable to grass, and a friend 
giving him seeds of Escholtzia or California 
poppy. set the fashion for a yellow color 
acheme. The fine silvery cut foliage set with 
cups of yellow, orange, and brilliant gold 
made a sight worth seeing. 
Jens’ wife planned a yellow procession that 
commenced with the tulips and jonquils, con- 
tinuing through the nasturtiums, marigolds 
callopeis, centauria, snapdragons, golden 
glow, border musk, and sunflowers to the late 
yellow chrysanthemums and goldenrod. The 
brown shingles of the house and green lawn 
furnished the backgrounds. But Adam, look- 
ing over the plen, said that any color scheme 
would benefit by the addition of inconspic- 
uous white. blossoms with delicate foliage. 
And in time clumps of baby’s breath, pyr- 
ethrum, cosmos, nicotina, feverfew, Shasta 
daisies, and button chrysanthemums found 
a place in the flower beds. 

As Adam saw his plants coming above 
ground in the warm, growing weather, he 
was uncertain which were weeds or planta. 
He used his pronged cultivator to stir the 
ground among them. The slugs, cutworms, | 
and hatching plant eating beetles hate to be 
disturbed. Queer plant lice began to ap- 
pear on the rose bushes. The seedsman sold 
him whaie oil soap and told him how to 
soak tobacco leaves in water to wash off the 
insects and make the leaves too bitter to eat. 
Whenever a young plant wilted he made a 
shelter of cardboard to protect it from the 
afternoon sun. Watering was done at night, 
and it was remembered that plants drink 
through their roots, not on the leaf sur- 
face. 

Mary's window box needed a great deal of 
water. It did not have a lower stratum of 
damp earth to draw from. She clipped off the 
faded geranium flowers and later when blos- 
some came, cut as soon as they began to fade. 
Seed ripening takes the strength of a plant, 
and the window box is for flowers, not seed 
| making. Whenever a plant looked sickly it 
wae taken out. It is waste time to nurse a 
weakling. | 

Seed planting should go on. The dried tops 
of tulips and other bulbs may be raked off 
and the ground prepared, sown with the seeds 
of annuals. Tall plants should grow in the 
background. Delphiniums, foxglove, peren- 
nial phlox, cosmos, and the taller asters next 
the fence or the farther side of a bed, stand 
above the shorter plants, and so room is 
economised and the best effects of color and 
blossoms secured. 

In England the established border of pan- 
siea, Violets, or primroses is carefully guard- 
ed. There is no need of doing work over and 
over if the borders are respected. There are 
rare varieties of many colored primulas, fra- 
grant violeta, and other perennials, which 
make blossoming borders in their season. 
The cowslip, English primrose, Japan prim- 
rose, and polyanthus are grateful when do- 
mesticated. 

Violets of the finer sorts deserve more at- 
tention. The wild violet of the woods takes 
up a great deal of space in a home garden 
without giving fragrance. A double white 
and double purple sweet violet can be estab- 
lished in our gardens and made to live over 
winter under protection. When visiting the 
gardens of friends at this time of the year is 
the time to look for gifts for transplanting. 

Make a shelter of a piece of board and a bit 
of rock for the toads which live on the prem- 
ises. They like a place to crawl under and 
privacy of their on. They are the enemies 
of cutworms and many insects. 

The cutworms and other hungry devourers 
of young plants have made themselves 
known when May is well along, perhaps 
earlier. Lay pieces of raw carrots for traps 
and look out for root. maggots. The moles 
have been tunneling under the lawns and the 
fight against them must be kept up all sum- 
mer. 

The pansies when they have been set out
